Personal  ^kolrli  of  Ihe  View  Senator. 

Judge  S.  J.  R.  McMillan,  the  United 
States  Senator-elect,  was  born  in  Fayette 
county,  Pennsylvania,  in  1826,  and  grad- 
uated .it  Duquesne  College  in  1849.  He 
came  to  Minnesota  in  1852.  taking  up  his 
residence  at  Stillwater.  When  the  Stato 
was  organized,  in  1858,  he  was  elected 
judge  of  the  first  judicial  district,  which 
po.siiion  he  held  until  1864,  when  he 
succeeded  Judge  Flandrau  as  asso- 
ciate justice  of  the  Supremo  Court, 
by  appointment  to  which  position  h«  was 


elected  in  1875  and  re-elected  in  1872. 
lie  held  this  position  until  the  resigna- 
tion of  Chief  Justice  'Ripley  in  1874, 
when  he  wa.s  appointed  Chief  Justice,  to 
which  position  be  was  elected  in  Novem- 
ber laiit  b_\  some  ten  thousand  majority. 
Judge  McMiliian  has  never  held  any  of- 
fice but  judicial.  He  studied  law  in  the 
office  of  Edwin  M.  Stanton  and  Judgo 
Shaler,  has  always  been  an  outspoken 
and  radical  Republican,  is  a  man  of  fam- 
ily, present  residence  St.  Paul.

A  comparison  of  the  first  and  last  bal- 
lots show.s  that  of  tho  si.xly  mon  who 
voted  for  Ramsey  on  the  first  ballot, 
fifty-nine  voted  lor  McMillan  on  the  last 
ballot,  and  one  for  Cole.  Of  tlie  twenty- 
four  who  voted  for  Davis  on  the  lir-^t  bal- 
lot, nineteen  voted  on  the  last  ballot  for 
McMillan,  four  for  Lochren,  and  one  for 
Coggswell.  Of  the  fifty-three  who  voted 
on  the  fir.st  ballot  for  Donnelly,  lifty-one 
voted  on  the  last  ballot  for  L(tchrcii,  and 
two  were  absent.  Of  the  ten  whose  vote:* 
were  scattered  on  the  first  billot,  four 
voted  on  tlie  last  ballot  for  McMillan  and 
six  for  Lochren. 

At  sometime  during  the  balloting  82 
members  voted  for  McMillan,  08  for 
Lochren,  62  for  Kani.«ey.  57  for  Cole,  65 
for  Donnelly,  50  for  Washburn,  and  41 
for  Davis,  though  on  no  one  ballot  did 
either,  except  McMillan,  unite  all  tliose 
who  at  different  times  voted  for  hinij 
'Ihus  Lochren's  liijzhest  vote  on  any  one 
ballot  was  64:  Ramsey's  01  ;  Donnelly's 
53;  Cole's  38;  Wa.shburn's  44 ;  and  Da- 
vis's 33.

Hunting'  for  the  Ozone  Belt. 

I  am  .sorry  to  say  that  Cooley  has 
rigged  up  that  balloon  of  his  again,  and 
begun  a  series  of  fresh  explorations  of  the 
atmosphere  for  the  purpo.se  of  discovering 
the  ozone  belt.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  ol 
Minnesota : 

Section  I.  There  shall  be  elected  at 
the  general  election  in  November,  1875, 
and  every  two  years  thereafter,  a  State 
Railroad  Commissioner,  who  shall  hold 
hi.s  office  for  Iwo  years  and  until  his  .suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified.  Such  com- 
missioner shall  take  the  oath  of  office 
prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  give  a  bond, 
wi.h  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  as  such  commissioner.  And 
whenever  from  any  cause  a  vacancy  oc- 
curs in  the  office  of  railroatfcommissioner 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  some  suitable 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  who,  upon 
taking  the  oath  of  office  and  giving  the 
bond  required  by  law,  shall  hold  his  office 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied. Provided,  that  until  the  office  is 
filled  by  election,  the  Governor  shall  ap- 
point a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  such  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  commi.s.sioncr  shall 
hold  his  office  in  the  capitol  in  St.  Paul  ; 
he  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  as  the 
salaries  of  other  State  officers  are  paid, 
and  shall  be  provided  at  the  expense  of 
the  State  with  necessary  office,  furniture 
and  stationery  ;  and  he  shall  have  au- 
thority to  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum. 

Sec.  3.  The  railroad  commissioner  shall 
enquire  into  any  neglect  or  violation  of 
the  laws  of  thLi  State  by  any  railroad 
corporation  doing  business  therein,  or  by 
the  officers,  agents  or  employees  of  any 
such  company,  and  shall  also  from  time 
to  time  carefull}'  examine  and  inspect  the 
condition  of  each  railroad  in  this  i^tate, 
and  of  its  equipment  and  the  manner  of 
its  conduct  and  management,  with  rela- 
tion to  the  public  safety  and  convenience. 
He  .shall  also  examine  into  and  ascertain 
the  pecuniary  condition  and  the  manner 
of  financial  management  of  each  and  every 
railroad  company  doing  business  in  this 
State. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  railroad  commissioner 
shall  on  or  before  the  first  of  December 
in  each  year  make  a  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  his  doings  for  the  preceding 
year,  containing  such  facts,  statements, 
and  explanation  as  will  disclose  the  work- 
ing of  the  system  of  railroad  transporta- 
tion in  this  State,  and  its  relations  to  the 
general  bu.«iness  and  prosperity  of  the 
citizens  of  the  State  and  such  sugge.stions 
and  recommendations  in  respect  thereto, 
as  may  to  him  seem  appropriate. 

Said  report  shall  also  contain  as  to 
every  railroad  corporation  doing  business 
in  this  State : 


the  line  of  his  duty,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
liable,  on  conviction  thereof,  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
di.'^cretiou  af  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  No  railroad  corporation  shall 
charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  per- 
son, company  or  corporation,  for  the 
transportation  of  persons  or  property,  a 
greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  .same  time 
charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  other 
person,  company  or  corporation  for  a  like 
service  from  the  same  place  and  upon  like 
conditions  and  similar  circumstances;  and 
all  concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks  and 
contracts  for  special  rates,  .shall  be  open 
to  all  person.s,  companies  or  corporations 
alike  under  similar  circumstances. 

Sec.  8.  No  railroad'  company  shall 
charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  per- 
son, company  or  corporation  an  unrea- 
sonable price  for  the  transportation  ol 
persons  or  property  or  for  the  handling 
or  storing  of  any  freight,  or  for  the  use  of 
its  cars,  or  for  any  privi  ege  or  service 
afforded  by  it  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business  as  a  railroad  corporation. 

Sec.  y.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  any 
railroad  corporation,  when  within  their 
power  to  do  so,  and  upon  reasonable  no- 
tice, to  furnish  suitable  cars  to  any  and 
all  persons  who  may  apply  therefor  for 
the  transportation  of  any  and  all  usual 
kinds  of  freight,  and  to  receive  and  trans- 
port such  freight  with  all  rea.'^onable  dis- 
patch, and  to  provide  and  keep  suitable 
facilities  for  receiving  and  handling  the 
same  at  any  depot  on  its  line  of  road. 

Sec.  10.  Any  railroad  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  as  to  extortion  or  unjust  discrimina- 
tion shall  forfeit  for  every  such  oft'ense  to 
the  person,  company  or  corporation  ag- 
grieved thereb}',  tliiee  times  the  actual 
damage  sustained  or  overcharges  paid  by 
the  said  party  aggrieved,  together  with 
the  costs  of  suit,  to  be  recovered  in  a 
civil  action  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  arising  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  rules  of  evi- 
dence and  practice  shall  be  the  same  as 
in  other  civil  actions,  and  appeals  may  be 
granted  to  either  party  from  a  justice 
court  to  the  district  court,  and  from  the

Tlie    >ew  Hail  road  Law. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  ot 
Minnesota : 

Section  I.  There  shall  be  elected  at 
the  general  election  in  November,  1875, 
and  every  two  years  thereafter,  a  State 
Railroad  Coinmi.ssioner,  who  shall  hold 
hi.s  oflice  for  two  years  and  until  hi.s  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified.  Such  com- 
missioner .shall  take  the  oath  of  office 
prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  give  a  bond, 
wi  h  sureties,  to  be  approve<l  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, in  the  sum  often  thousand  dollar.s, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  as  such  commissioner.  And 
whenever  from  any  cause  a  vacancy  oc- 
curs in  the  office  of  railroacTcommi.ssioner 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  .some  suitable 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  who,  ujion 
taking  the  oath  of  office  and  givinjj  tlie 
bond  required  by  law,  shall  hold  his  office 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied. Provided  that  until  the  office  is 
filled  by  election,  the  Governor  shall  ap- 
point a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  such  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  cominis.sioner  shall 
hold  his  office  in  the  capitol  in  St.  Paul  ; 
he  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  as  the 
salaries  of  other  State  officers  are  paid, 
and  shall  be  provided  at  the  expense  of 
the  State  with  ncces.sary  office,  furniture 
and  stationery  ;  and  he  shall  have  au- 
thority to  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum. 

Sec.  3.  Tlie  railroad  commissioner  shall 
enquire  into  any  neglect  or  violation  of 
the  laws  of  this  State  by  anj'  railroad 
corporation  doing  bu.siness  therein,  or  by 
the  officcr.s,  agents  or  employees  of  any 
such  company,  and  shall  .al.so  from  time 
to  time  carefully  examine  and  inspect  the 
condition  of  each  railroad  in  this  State, 
and  of  its  equipment  and  the  manner  of 
its  conduct  and  management,  with  rela- 
tion to  the  public  .safetj-  and  convenience. 
lie  .shall  also  examine  into  and  ascertain 
the  pecuniary  condition  and  the  manner 
of  financial  management  of  each  and  every 
railroad  company  doing  business  in  this 
State. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  railroad  commis.sioncr 
shall  on  or  before  the  first  of  December 
in  each  year  make  a  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  his  doings  for  the  preceding 
year,  containing  such  fact.s,  statements, 
and  explanation  as  will  disclose  the  work- 
ing of  the  system  of  railroad  transporta-

The  cost  of  its  road  and  equipment, 
including  permanent  way,  buildings  and 
rolling  sto^k,  all  real  estate  used  exclu- 
sively in  operating  the  road,  and  all  fix- 
tures and  conveniences  for  the  transac- 
tion of  its  business. 

Sixth.  The  estimated  value  of  all  other 
property  owned  by  such  corporation, 
with  a  schedule  of  the  same,  not  includ- 
ing lands  granted  in  ai<l  of  its  construc- 
tion. 

Seventh.  The  number  of  acres  origi- 
nally granted  iu  aid  of  construction  of  its 
road  by  the  United  States  or  by  this 
State.

The  said  commi^sIOller  shall 
have  power,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  to  examine  any  of  the  books, 
paper-  or  documents  of  any  .such  corpo- 
ration, or  to  examine  under  oath,  or 
otherwise,  any  (dlicer,  director,  agent  or 
cniployee  of  any  such  corporation.  He 
is  empowered  to  i.ssue  subptunas,  and  ad- 
minister oaths,  in  the  .same  maniiei  and 
with  the  same  power  to  enforce  obedience 
thereto,  in  the  pcrfornianee  of  his  said 
duties,  as  belong  and  pertain  to  courts  ot 
law  in  this  State,  and  any  person  who 
may  willfully  obstruct  said  commissioner 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  or  who 
may  refuse  to  give  any  information  with. n 
the  line  of  his  duly,  shall  be  deemed 
guilly  of  a  misdeuieanor,  and  shall  be 
liable,  on  conviction  thereof,  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
di.-cretiou  af  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  No  railroad  corporation  shall 
charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  per- 
son, company  or  corporation,  for  the 
transportation  of  por.sons  or  jiropcrty,  a 
greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  tune 
charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  other 
person,  coinp;!!!}'  or  corporation  for  a  like 
service  from  the  same  place  and  upon  like 
conditions  and  .similar  ciroumstanccs;  and 
all  concessions  of  rate.e,  drawbacks  and 
contracts  for  special  rates,  shall  be  open 
to  all  persons,  companies  or  corporations 
alike  under  similar  circumstances. 

Sec.  S.  No  railroad'  company  sh.ill 
charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  per- 
son, coinpany  or  corporation  an  unrea- 
sonable price  for  tho  transportation  ot 
person.s  or  property'  or  for  the  handling 
or  storing  of  any  freight,  or  for  the  use  of 
its  cars,  or  for  any  privi  ege  or  .service 
artbrded  by  it  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business  as  a  railroad  corporation. 

Sec.  y.  It  shall  bo  the  duly  of  any 
railroad  corporation,  when  within  their 
power  to  do  so,  and  upon  rt*aM>iiable  no- 
tice, to  furnish  .suitable  cars  to  any  and 
all  person,-  who  may  ajqily  therefor  for 
the  transportation  of  any  and  all  usual 
kinds  of  freight,  and  to  receive  and  trans- 
port such  freight  with  all  icasonable  dis- 
patch, and  to  provide  and  keep  suitable 
facilities  for  receiving  and  hanulins;  the 
same  at  any  depot  on  its  line  of  road. 

Sec.  10.  Any  railroad  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  jirovisions  of  this 
act  as  to  extortion  or  unjust  discrimina- 
tion shall  forfeit  for  every  such  oft'eme  to 
the  person,  company  or  corporation  ag- 
grieved thereby,  thiee  times  tlie  actual 
damage  sustained  or  overcharges  paid  by 
the  said  party  aggrieved,  together  with 
the  costs  of  suit,  to  be  recovered  in  a 
civil  action  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  arising  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  rules  of  evi- 
dence and  practice  .shall  be  the  same  as 
in  other  civil  actions,  and  appeals  may  be 
granted  to  either  party  from  a  justice 
court  to  the  district  court,  and  from  the 
district  court  to  the  ■^'upreme  Court, 
in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  .same 
terms  as  in  other  civil  actions. 

Sec.  12.  Chapter  twenty-six  of  the 
general  laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four,  and  all  arts  and 
parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Provided,  That  said  repeal  shall  not 
aflect  any  .acti.'n  pending  in  an}'  court  un- 
der the  provision  of  such  acts. 

•Sec.  l.'J.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  pa.ssage.

When  T  was  at  Leghorn  with  Shelley  I 
drew  him  towards  the  docks  saying,  "As 
we  have  a  .spare  hour  let's  see  if  we  can't 
put  a  girdle  round  about  the  earth  in  forty 
ininulos.  If  these  docks  are  living  speci- 
mens of  all  the  nationalities  of  theworlJ; 
thus  \vc  can  go  round  it  and  visit  and  ex- 
amine any  particular  nation  we  like,  ob- 
serving their  peculiar  habits,  manners, 
dress,  language,  food,  productions,  arts 
and  naval  a»'chitecture;  for  see  how  var- 
iid  are  the  shapes,  build,  rigging  and 
decorations  of  the  difTtfrent  vessels.  There 
lies  an  English  cutter,  a  French  chas-^e 
inari'e.,  an  American  clipper,  a  Spanish 
tartan,  an  Austrian  trabacola,  a  Genoese 
felucca,  a  Sardinian  zebec,  a  Neapolitan 
brig,  a  Scicilian  sparanza,  a  Dutch  galleot, 
a  Danish  show,  a  Russian  hermaphrodite, 
a  Turkish  sackalever,  a  Greek  bombard. 
I  d«n*t  see  a  Persian  dew, 
an  Arab  grab,  or  a  Chinese  junk; 
but  there  is  enough  for  our  pur- 
pose and  to  sjMire.  As  you  are  writing  a 
poem,  'Hellas,'  about  the  modern  Greeks, 
would  it  not  be  as  well  to  take  a  look  at 
them  amidst  all  the  din  of  the  docks?  1 
hear  their  shrill  nasal  voices,  and  should 
like  to  know  if  you  can  trace  in  the  lan- 
guage or  lineaments  of  these  Greeks  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  A.  D.,  the  faint- 
est resemblance  to  the  lofty  and  sublime 
spirits  who  lived  in  the  fourth  century,  B. 
C.  An  English  merchant  who  had  deal- 
ings with  them  told  me  he  thought  these 
modern  Greeks  were,  if  judged  by  their 
actions,  a  cross  between  the  Jews  and 
gypsies.  But  hero  comes  the  Capitano 
Zarlta;  1  know  him." 

So,  dragging  Shelley  with  me,  I  intro- 
duced hiir«,  and,  asking  to  see  the  vessel, 
we  crossed  the  plank  from  the  quay  and 
stood  on  the  deck  of  the  San  Spiridione 
in  the  midst  of  her  chattering,  ira.soiblc 
crew.  They  took  little  heed  of  the  skip- 
per, for  m  these  trading  vessels  each  in- 
dividual of  the  crew  is  part  owner  and  has 
some  share  in  the  cargo  ;  so  they  are  all 
interested  in  the  speculatioii,  having  no 
wages.  They  squatted  about  the  decks 
in  small  knots,  shrieking,  gesticulating, 
smoking,  eating  and  gambling  like 
savages. 

"Does  this  realize  your  idea 
i.sm,  Shelley?"  I  said. 

"No,  but  it  do-.'S  of  hell,"  he  replied.

One  day  Phillip  III.  King  of  Spain,  was 
standing  in  one  of  the  balconies  of  his 
palace,  observing  a  young  Spanish  stu- 
dent, who  was  sitting  in  the  sun  and 
reading  a  book,  while  he  was  bursting 
out  into  loud  fits  of  laughter.  The  fur- 
ther the  student  read,  the  more  his 
gayety  increased,  until  at  last  he  was  so 
violently  excited  that  he  let  the  book 
fall  from  his  hands,  and  rolled  on  the 
ground  in  a  state  of  intense  hilarity.  The 
king  turned  to  his  courtiers  and  said: 
"That  young  man  is  either  mad,  or  he  i^ 
read  ng  Don  Quixote."  One  of  the 
guards  of  the  palace  went  to  pick  up  the 
book,  and  found  that  his  majesty  had 
gue.s.sed  rightly.  Yet  Miguel  Ccrventes, 
the  author  of  this  book  which  is  so  amus- 
ing, had  dragged  on  the  most  wretched 
and  melancholy  existence.  He  was 
groaning  and  weeping,  while  all  Spain 
was  laughing  at  the  humorous  adven- 
tures of  the  night  of  La  Mancha  and  the 
wise  sayings  of  Sancho  Panza. 

It  is  well  known  that  Moliere,  the  first 
comic  author  in  France,  the  man  who 
wrote  the  ludicrous  scenes  of  tho  Doctor 
in  Spite  of  Himself,  Tho  Country  Gentle- 
man, and  the  Hopochondriac,  was  a  prey 
to  invincible  melancholy.  Moliere  was 
seldom  cheerful,  and  never  without  great 
effort.  After  having  diverted  Louiu 
XIV,  the  court,  and  the  whole  city,  he 
carried  into  his  domestic  circle,  and  even 
into  his  intercourse  with  men  of  letters, 
a  sadness,  which  the  greatest  worldly 
prosperity  could  never  entirely  dispel. 

Sterne,  that  wit  so  full  of  raillery,  pos- 
sessed an  exterior  thelcast  humorous  that 
could  be  imagined.  On  first  seeing  this 
little  man  in  a  black  coat,  a  white  wig, 
and  a  sallow  countenance,  no  one  would 
have  supposed  that  he  was  a  jester  full 
of  levity. 

There  is  a  well-known  anecdote  of  Bian* 
colelli,  the  celebrated  harlequin,  whose 
gambols  and  drolleries  have  been  tho 
amusement  of  all  Paais,  at  the  theatre  of 
the  fair  of  St.  Germain.  One  day  a  phy- 
sician of  great  einincnco  in  this  city,  be- 
held a  man  entering  his  study,  who  came, 
as  he  said,  to  seek  the  assistance  of  his 
.skill  against  a  disease  which  nothing  could 
cure.  Having  made  some  inquiries  into 
the  cause  of  his  sutlerings,  the  unknown 
patient  replied  that  he  was  afllictcd  with 
a  deep  melancholy,  which  rendered  life  an 
insupportable  burden. 

"You  must  excite  the  nervous  system," 
said  the  physician  to  his  patient. 

"I  do,  every  day  of  my  life,  but  it  does 
not  make  me  forget  my  sadne.ss,"  replied 
the  patient. 

"You  must  travel,  then." 
"I  have  made  the  tour  of  Europe,  and 
still  my  wretchedness  has  traveled   with 
me. 

"Oh !  the  case  \%  sad  indeed,  but  still 
there  is  a  remedy :  go  every  evening  to 
the  Italian  comedy  ;  yo«  will  seo  the  eel 
ebi  at  .m1  Harlequin  Biancolelli;  his  gayety 
is  catching;  that  will  make  you  cheer- 
ful." 

"Alas,  sir,"  said  the  poor  patient,  "I 
see  my  malady  is  incurable,  l  am  Bian- 
colelli." 

Dickens,  in  hi»  "Life  of  Grimaldi," 
sp«aks  of  the  devouring  nielancholly 
which  pursued  thiscelebrated  actor  when- 
ever he  was  off  the  stage,  or  left  to  his 
own  resources,  and  it  is  well  known  that 
Liston,  whose  face  was  sufficient  to  set  an 
audience  in  good  humor,  was  a  confirmed 
hypochondriac.  Who  are  the  men  most 
ill-tempered  in  their  own  houses!  men  of 
the  most  morose  and  captious  dispositions, 
who  quarrel  with  their  wives  and  chil- 
dren, and  servants,  who  know  not  what 
to  do  with  themselves,  or  how  to  get  rid 
of  their  weariness  ?  They  are  commonly 
such  as  exhibit  in  society  the  most  jovial 
character,  the  utterers  of  witty  expres- 
sions, the  drolls,  who  are  saluted  on  their 
entry  into  a  place  with  bursts  of  laughter, 
and  whose  inventive  powers  in  buffoon 
ery  are  inexhaustible. 


fence  of  death  on  Charles  I.  The  three 
bodies  were  taken  in  carts  to  the  Red 
Lion,  in  Holbom,  and  on  the  30th  of

His  family  sold  the 
head  to  one  of  the  Cambridgeshire  Rus- 
sell.s,  and,  in  the  same  box  in  which  it 
still  is  it  descended  ta  a  certain  Samuel 
Ru.ssel!,  who,  being  a  needy  and  careless 
man,  exhibited  it  in  a  place  near  Clare 
Market.  'I  hero  it  was  seen  by  James 
Cox,  \iho  then  owned  a  famous  museum. 
He  tried  in  vain  to  buy  the  head  from 
Russell;  for,  poor  as  he  was,  nothing 
would  at  first  tempt  him  to  part  with  the 
relic,  but  after  a  time  Cox  a.ssisted  him 
with  money,  and  eventually,  to  clear  him- 
self from  debt,  he  made  the  head 
over  to  Cox.  When  Cox  at  last 
parted  with  his  museum  he  sold  the 
iiead  of  Cromweil  for  £230  to  three  men, 
who  bought  it  about  the  time  of  the 
French  Revolution  to  exhibit  in  Mead 
court,  Bond  street,  at  half-a-cro\vn  a 
head.  Curiously  enough,  it  happened 
that  each  of  these  gentlemen  died  a  sud- 
den death,  uud  the  head  came  into  the 
possession  of  the  three  nieces  of  the  last 
man  who  died.  These  young  ladies,  ner- 
vous at  keeping  it  in  the  house,  asked 
Mr.  Wilkin.son,  their  medical  man,  to 
take  care  of  it  for  theiu,  and  they  subse- 
quently .sold  it  to  him.  For  the  next  fif- 
teen or  twenty  years  Mr.  Wilkinson  wis 
in  the  habit  of  showing  it  to  all  tho  dis- 
tinguished men  of  that  da}-,  and  the  head, 
much  treasured,  yet  remains  in  tlie 
family. 

The  circumstantial  evidence  is  very 
curious.  It  is  the,only  head  in  history 
which  is  known  to  have  been  embalmed 
and  afterwards  beheaded.  On  the  back 
of  the  neck,  above  the  vertebrte,  is  the 
mark  of  the  cut  of  an  axe  where  the  ex- 
ecutioner, having,  perhaps,  no  jiroper 
block,  had  struck  too  high,  and,  laying 
the  head  in  its  soft,  embalmed  ttate  on 
the  block,  flattened  the  no.se  on  one  side, 
making  it  adhere  to  the  face.  The  hair 
grows  promiscuously  about  the  face,  and 
the  beard,  stained  to  exactly  the  same 
color  by  the  embalming  liquor,  's  tucked 
up  under  the  chin,  with  the  oaken  stall 
of  the  spear  with  which  the  head  was 
stuck  up  on  Westminster  Hall,  which 
staff  is  perforated  by  a  worm  that  never 
attacks  oak  until  it  has  been  for  many 
years  exposed  to  the  weather. 

The  iron  spearhead,  where  it  protrudes 
above  the  skull,  is  rusted  away  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  atmosphero.     The  jagged  way 
in  which  the  top  of  the  skull  is    removed 
throws  us  back  to  a    time   when   surgery 
was  in  its  infancy,  while  the  embalming  is 
so  beautifully  done  that    the  cellular  pro- 
cess of  the   gums    and  the    membrane  of 
the  tongue  are  still    to  be    seen.     Several 
teeth  are  yet  in  the  mouth;  the  membrane 
of  tho  eyelid  remains;  the    pia-matcr  and 
the  dura-mater,  thin    membranes,  which, 
I  believe,  lie  over  the  brain,  may  be  seen 
clinging  to  their  inner  and  upper   part  of 
the  skull.     The  brain  was,   of  course  re- 
moved,  bnt  the  coraparlmcnts  are   very 
distinct.     When  the  great  sculptor.  Flax- 
man,  went  to  seo  it  he  said  at  once,  "You 
will   not  mind  my  expre.s.sing    any  disap- 
pointment I  may  feel  on  seeing  the  headf'" 
"Oh,  no;"  said  Mr.  Wilkinson,    "but  will 
you  tell  mc  what  are   the   characteristics 
by  which  the  head  might  be  recognized?" 
'Well,"    replied     Flaxman.     "I      know 
a      great      deal      about     tho     configur- 
ation of  the  head  of 
Oliver  Cromwull.     He  had  a    low,  broad 
forehead,  large  orbits  to  the  ej-es,  a  high 
septum    to    tho    nose,    and    h'gb   cheek 
bones;  but  there    is    one    feature  which 
will  be  w  ith  me  a  crucial  test,  and  that  is 
that,  instead  of  having  the  lower  jaw-bone 
somewhat   curved.    It    was    particularly 
s   ort  and  straight,  and    set    out    at    an 
angle,  which    pave  him  a  jowlish  appear- 
ance."    The   head   answered   exactly    to 
the  description,  and    Flaxman  went  awa^ 
expre.ssing    himself  as  convinced   and  de- 
lighted. 

The  head  has  also  a  length  from  the 
forehead  to  the  back  of  the  head  which 
is  quite  extraordinary,  and  one  day,  be- 
fore Mr.  Wilkinson  retired  from  practice 
his  assistant  called  him  into  the  surgery 
to  point  out  to  him  how  exactly  the 
head  of  a  lad  who  was  there  as  a  patient 
resembled  the  embalmed  head  of  Crom- 
well up-stairs,  and  more  particlarly  in  the 
extreme  length  between  the  forehead  and 
the  occiput. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  mentioned  the  circum- 
.etance  to  the  gentlemen  who  brought  the 
lad  to  him.  "No  wonder,"  said  the  gen- 
tleman, 'for  this  lad  is  a  direct  descen- 
dant of  Oliver  Cromwell,  whose  name, 
like  this  boy's,  was  we'd."  It  was  curious 
that  this  type  should  reappear  or  remain 
after  so  many  years. 

When  the  head  was  in  the  possession  of 
Samuel  Russell,  he  was  frequently  intox- 
icated when  he  showed  it  to  his  friends, 
and  then  cut  off  pieces  of  the  hair,  until 
the  head  was  closely  cropped. 


The  Farm  and  Household. 


Practical  Saccaall«ns* 

You  can  save  feed  an«l  trouble  by  get- 
ting rid  of  your  poorest  stock  n<Jw.  This 
is  particularly  true  of  sheep.  Get  rid  of 
the  miserahlor  ccrawny  ones  that  you 
know  will  not  winter  over,  or  if  they  do 
will  bo  worth  nothing  when  spring  opens. 
Better  knock  them  in  the  head  and  sell 
the  pelts  than  to  feed  them  all  the  winter 
for  nothing.  It  pays  to  keep  good  stock 
but  poor  stock  never. 

A  good  lubricator  for  wooden  axles  is 
made  of  six  parts  of  clean  tallow  and 
two  parts  of  tine  smooth  plumb.igo.  An- 
other is  made  of  five  parts  of  tallow,  five 
parts  of  soapstone,  one  p.^rt  plumbago, 
and  nine  parts  rosin  oil ;  the  tallow  and 
oil  are  heated  and  mixed,  after  which  the 
.soapstone  and  plumbago  arc  added. 

In  putting  away  winter  apples,  give 
them  the  coldest  part  of  the  cellar. 
Every  cellar  ought  *o  have  a  partition  in 
it,  cutting  off  a  space  large  enough  to 
store  apples,  and  then  keep  this  room  at 
a  much  lower  temperature  than  that  for 
vegetables.  Instead  of  .stuffing  straw  in 
the  cellar  windows  or  banking  dirt  over 
them,  put  in  an  extra  sash  outside  of  the 
one  that  is  in,  giving  four  to  six  inches 
space  between  them.  If  the  outer  sash 
is  fitted  close  with  weather  strips,  there 
is  no  danger  of  freezing,  and  your  coPar 
is  light  enough  to  go  into  without  a  can- 
dle or  lantern.  A  cellar  perfectly  dark 
is  a  nuisance. 

A  correspondent  says  that  apples  will 
not  tiry  up  cows  if  fed  in  small  quantities 
at  fir.st  ;  neither  will  apple  pomace,  nor 
pumpkins,  nor  anything  else.  Tie  great 
trouble  lies  in  feeding  too  much  to  begin 
with.  .\ny  change  in  the  feeding  of  ani- 
mals should  be  gradual,  I  don't  care  what 
the  change  may  be.  We  have  found  this 
rule  true  in  various  cases;  and  have  no 
doubt  that  the  notion  of  feeding  pump- 
kins dries  up  cows^had  its  origin  to  feeding 
too  largely  on  the  start. 

Eixingr  Hhlngrles. 

An  exchange  says :  Farm  buildings 
frequently  undergo  repair  at  this  season 
of  the  year.  Especially  are  new  roofs 
laid  on  barns  and  out-buildiugs.  It  may 
be  worth  while  to  state  what  is  amply 
proved  to  be  a  fact,  that  oiling  or  paint- 
ing bhingle  roofs  at  the  time  of  laying  the 
shing'es,  pays.  Dipping  the  butts  into 
hot  whitewash  is  also  recommended  to  be 
done  as  the  shingles  are  laid.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  of  the  economy  of  thus  pro- 
tecting ro«fs  from  decay— by  either  paint- 
ing, oiling  or  whitewashing. 


Tho  Use  ol  Cbloral. 

The  friends  of  temperance  have  a  new 
foe  to  grapple  with  in  the  drug  chloral, 
which  has  recently  come  into  use  as  a  se- 
dative agent.  It  is  now  .sold  by  tons 
every  week  in  London  ;  and  Baron  Liebig 
states  that  one  German  house  alone 
makes  and  sells  a  ton  a  week  !  Tho  Lon- 
don Lancet  and  the  London  Spectator 
both  call  attention  to  the  enormous  con- 
sumption of  this  drug,  asserting  that  but 
a  small  portion  of  that  sold  is  prescribed 
as  a  medicine,  and  that  its  use  is  mostly 
a  popular  vice,  generally  among  women, 
and  that  it  is  doing  more  harm 
than  alcohol.  Once  addicted  to  it,  the 
victim  will  soon  reach  such  a  state  as  to 
pa.ss  life  in  a  contented  semi-drunken 
stupefaction.  The  use  of  neither  chloial 
noropium  is  confined  to  either  England 
or  Germany.  There  are  those  among  us 
who  wonld'turn  in  horror  from  the  use  of 
whisky,  but  who  flatter  themselves  that 
their  weak  nerves  require  tho  quieting 
effect  of  this  new  and  respectable  sedative. 
Something  should  be  done  to  stop  or  limit 
its  sale  before  it  gains  tho  mastery  over 
that  class  of  women  among  us  who  have 
nothing  to  do  but  to  kill  lime. 


Oliver  CroniwrlPM  Head. 

A  correspondent  of  the  London  Times 
gives  the  follow^ing  curious  account  of  the 
varying  foi  tunas  of  the  head  of  Lord  Pro- 
tector Cromwell  :  Several  imperfect 
statements  having  lately  appeared  on  the 
above  subject,  let  me  explain  what  became 
of  the  remains  of  Cromwell.  Partly  from 
printed  records  and  partly  from  what  I 
heard  from  Mr.  Wilkinson,  to 
whom  some  of  the  press  have 
alluded.  Oliver  Cromwell  died  at  White- 
hall Palace,  on  the  3d  of  September, 
1658,  after  a  jirotracted  illness.  He  had 
long  been  suffering  from  ague,  and  his 
ca.so  is  cited  in  medical  books  as  one  of  a 
man  who  died  of  ague  while  our  ware- 
houses were  groaning  with  Peruvian  bark, 
which  we  did  not  know  how  to  use. 
During  this  illness  he  became  so  dis- 
tressed and  debilitated  that  he  would 
allow  no  barber  to  corae  near  him  ;  and 
his  beard,  instead  of  being  cut  to  a  certain 
fashion,  grew  all  over  his  face.  After 
his  death,  the  body-  lay  in  state 
at  vSomerset  House,  having 

been  carefully  embalmed,  and  was 
afterwards  buried  with  more  than  regal 
honors  in  Henry  VII. 's  chapel  in  West- 
minster Abbeys  where  it  lay  until,  after 
the  Restoration,  it  was  taken  out  of  his 
grave,  as  were  also  the  bodies  of  Ireton 
(Cromwell's  son-in-law)  and  Bradshaw  ; 
the  latter,  as  President  of  the  High 
Court  of  Justice,  having  pronounced  sen* 


Plants  ivilh  Stoniacbs—A  Link  Be- 
tween the  Animal  and  Veyelable 
WorldK. 

By  the  investigations  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Treat  of  Vineland,  N.  J.,  another  plant 
has  been  added  to  the  list  of  those  which 
feed  upon  animals.  The  Utricularia,  or 
bladderwort,  is  the  name  of  the  new  car- 
niverous  vegetable  that  thrives  by  trap- 
ping and  eating  living  creatures  that  are 
ranked  many  degrees  above  it  in  the 
scale  of  being.  We  had  occasion  to  de- 
scribe the  plant  not  long  ago,  but,  for 
convenience  sake,  will  repeat  our  words  in 
the  present  instance  :  The  bladderwort  is 
a  common  aquatic  plant,  growing  in  shal- 
low ponds  and  swamps.  Dr.  Gray  enu- 
merates twelve  species  which  are  found 
in  the  Northern  United  States.  All  are 
diminutive  in  size,  and  have  finely-dis- 
sected leaves,  and  most  of  them  bear 
numbers  of  little  bladders  .scattered  along 
the  stems  and  petioles.  The  flowers  are 
much  like  the  snapdragon  in  form,  and 
arc  generally  yellow,  but,  in  two  of  our 
Northern  species,  are  purple. 

It  has  been  hitherto  supposed  that  the 
bladders  in  these  plants  .served  the  pur- 
pose of  floating  them  ;  but  Mr.s.  Treat  in- 
forms ns  that  they  are  intended  for  quite 
another  object.  In  fact,  they  prove  to 
have  the  double  capacity  of  traps  and 
stomachs,  csijtching  living  prey  in  their 
little  nets,  and,  after  killing  it,  fitting  it 
for  absorption  by  the  plants,  through  a 
regular  process  of  digestion.  The  atten- 
tion of  Mrs,  Treat  had  been  previou.sly 
called  to  these  bladders   by   discovering.

the  outer  end,  and  here  is  the  entrance, 
opening  into  a  tunnel  net.  Which  has  a 
spring  door  at  the  inner  extremity.  The 
animalcules,  swimming  and  dallying  about 
this  entrance,  would  sooner  or  later  ven- 
ture in,  and,  in  the  course  of  their  re* 
connoissance,  would  push  upen  the  spring 
door  and  pass  through.  Once  inside  the 
inmost  chamber,  there  was  no  retreat. 
The  door  was  a  means  of  <  nt  -ance,  but 
not  of  cJtit.  It  swung  in,  but  never  out, 
and  the  little  prowlers  who  risked  open- 
ing it  crossed  its  threshhold  only  once. 
The*r  doom  was  thenceforth  sealed. 

'1  he  movements  of  a  water-bear  {Tar- 
digrada)  which  entered  the  prison  were 
quite  amusing.  The  diminutive  Bruin 
slowly  traveled  around  the  bladder,  as  if 
curious  to  learn  its  nature  and  object  in 
the  submarine  world.  Finally  it  poked 
its  way  into  the  entrance,  and,  pushing 
open  the  door,  complacently  walked  in. 
It  seemed  to  regard  the  neat  little  cham- 
ber in  which  it  found  itself  with  pleasant 
surprise,  but  soon  grew  quiet  as  if  a 
numbing  stupor  was  creeping  over  it. 
The  following  morning  it  lay  in  its  fatal 
prison  still  and  stiff,  with  its  tiny  feet  aud 
claws  stretched  out  cold  and  rigid  in 
death.  It  was  a  piteous,  though  micro- 
scopic, spectacle.  It  was  tragedy,  albeit 
reduced  to  miniature. 

Entronftstraca  often  fell  into  the  trap, 
Dapknia,  Cyclops  and  Cypris.  The 
lively  little  Cypris  dwells  in  a  bivalve 
shell,  out  of  which  it  thrusts  its  feet  and 
two  pairs  of  antennas,  with  tufts  of  plumy 
filaments,  as  it  scuttles  through  the  wa- 
ter. It  is  a  shrewd  little  spirit;  never- 
theless, the  bladders  frequently  caught 
it.  Sometimes  one  would  sail  up  to  the 
entrance,  peep  cautiously  in,  and  then 
dash  away  in  a  terrific  hurry.  Then  one 
would  sidle  warily  about,  and  even  ven- 
ture part  way  into  the  entrance,  only  to 
back  rapidly  out  as  if  affrighted,  i'inally, 
one  more  reckless  than  the  others  would 
open  the  door  and  pass  in.  But,  on  the 
instant,  it  would  manifest  intense  alarm 
and  draw  in  its  feet  and  antennse,  and 
close  its  shell.  After  its  death,  which  in- 
evitably followed,  the  shell  would  open 
again  and  disclose  the  feet  and  antennse. 
Not  the  smallest  animalcule  ever  escaped 
from  ihe  bladder. 

After  submitting  hundreds  of  bladders 
to  the  test  of  the  microscope,  Mrs.  Treat 
determined  that  tlie  contents  of  the  blad- 
ders passed  into  the  stems,  and  thence 
undoubtedly  into  the  circulation  of  the 
plant.  The  fluid  in  the  bladders  varied 
from*  a  dark,  muddy  hue  to  a  light,  trans- 
parent color.  In  less  than  two  days 
after,  a  large  larva  was  captured,  the 
liquid  surrounding  it  would  assume  a 
cloudy  or  muddy  appearance,  often  be- 
coming 80  dense  as  to  obscure  the  out 
lines  of  the  animal.  This  appearance 
continued  while  the  process  of  digestion 
was  going  on.  When  it  was  concluded, 
the  liquid  grew  clear  again. 

Nearly  every  well-developed  bladder 
contained  one  or  more  animal-?.  The 
snake-like  larva  above  mentioned  was  the 
creature  most  frequently  present.  On 
some  of  the  steins,  nine  out  of  every  ten 
bladders  contained  this  larva  or  its  re- 
mains. In  about  twelve  hours  after  the 
larvae  were  caught,  they  lost  the  power 
of  moving  their  feet,  and  could  merely 
stir  the  bru.sh-likc  appendages.  Small 
larvae,  that  had  plenty  of  room  to  swim 
about,  would  soon  grow  quiet,  although 
they  showed  signs  of  life  for  twenty-five 
or  twenty-six  hours  after  they  were  im- 
prisoned. 

On  conimunicnting  the  results  of  her 
ob.scrvations  to  Dr.  Gray  and  Mr.  Darwin, 
Mrs.  Treat  learned  that  the  latter  had 
been  for  .some  time  occupied  with  experi- 
nients  upon  the  same  plants,  although  he 
had  not  progressed  .so  far  in  the  path  of 
discovery  at  the  latest  accounts.  It  still 
remains  to  be  determined  what  it  is  that 
attracts  larva3  and  animalcules  into  the 
bladders.

but  it  was  not  until  October  last  that  she 
set  herself  to  a  careful  inquiry  into  the 
meaning'  of  this  phenomenon.  The  plants 
upon  which  she  experimented  chiefly  were 
of  the  species  known  to  botanists  as 
Utricularia  clandcstina.  It  is  not 
found  in  Western  waters,  but  ranges 
through  New  York,  New  England,  and 
New  Jersey. 

Mrs.  Treat  noticed   that    the   bladders 
were  composed   of   irregular    cells,   and 
that,  over  the  entire  inner   surface,  clus- 
ters of  star-like  points,  always   four   is 
number,  were  methodically  disposed.  The 
office  of  these  points  is  not   determined, 
but  our  observer  inferred  that  it   was   to 
cripple  the  action  of   the    living    animal. 
The  creature  most    frequently  entrapped 
was  a  snake-like  larvae,  which,  under  the 
micro.scope,  exhibited  fierce  looking  jaws, 
and  a  pair  of    telescopic  horns,   which  it 
drew  in  and  out  at  pleasure.    After  much 
maneuvering  to    learn    the    method    to 
which  these  larvae  were  imprisoned,  Mrs 
Treat  was  obliged  to  give  up  the  attempt 
The  creature   refused   to   walk   into   the 
jaws  of  death  merely   for  her  entertain- 
ment.    When    under  the   cold,   curious 
eye,  they  pranced  and  flounced  about   as 
if  frantic,  passing  the  bladders   without 
so  much  as  a  dash    in    their    direction. 
But,  when  the  dish  containing  plants  and 
prey  were  set  aside,  in  a  few  hours  the 
latter  w>uld  be  found    secure  within  the 
maw  of  the  former.     It  looks  as  if  there 
were  some  sort  of  method  in  the  larval 
madness. 

Jies;frning  the  nope  of  sc«»in»  how  the 
larvae  found  their  way  inside  the  bladder.s, 
Mrs.  Treat  fixed  her  attention  on  the  tiny 
animalcules  likely  to  be  victimized.  These 
showed  no  resentment  at  her  staring,  but 
allowed  themselves  to  be  trapped  under 
her  very  eye.  *  The  bladder  is  pointed  at

lar portion  of  the  country,  we  have  deem- 
ed it  our  duty  as   a  journalist  to  utter  a 
solemn   warning   to    all  those   who  have 
thoughtlessly  imbibed  the  spirit  and  seri- 
ously  contemplate   an  »tt«ropt  to  violate 
the  laws,  the  orders  and  tho  government- 
al obligations  above  mentioned. 

To  make  sure  that  we  were  not  mistak- 
ing or  misrepresenting  the  true  status  of 
this  question  so  far  as  the  general  gov- 
ernment is  concerned,  we  sent  this  morn- 
in  a  representative  of  our  corps  to  per- 
sonally call  upon  and  interview  Gon.

mXNESOTA    RAILROAD  I-EGISLATION. 

One  year  ago  the  Legislature  of  Minne- 
sota passed  an  act  similar  to  tho  railroad 
law  of  this  State.  Three  Commissioners 
appointed  by  the  Governor  were  empow- 
ered to  prescribe  maximum  rates  of  fare 
and  freight,  which  were  to  be  accepted  in 
all  co«rts  &s  prima  facie  evidence  of  what 
were  reasonable  rates  ;  and  any  railroad 
con)pany  convicted  of  charging  in  excess 
of  the  Commissioners'  rates  was  to  be 
deemed  guilty  of  extortion  and  to  be 
fined  therefor.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  having  affirmed  the  power  of  tho 
Legislature  to  regulate  the  tariffs  of  rail- 
roads chartered  by  it,  the  companies  had 
to  conform  to  the  law. 

A  brief  trial  convinced  the  people  that 
it  was  inexpedient.     Tho  State  was  not  in 
condition  to  repel  the  approach  ol  capital. 
It  contained  a  vast  area  undeveloped  that 
would  remain  so  unless  capital  were  drawn 
thither.     No  road  in  the   State  could  de- 
clare a  dividend,   and   comparatively  few 
were  able  10  meet  their  obligations.    Sev- 
eral were  in  the  hands  of  Receivers.    The 
folly  of  harrassing  such  enterprises  with 
burdensome    restrictions    became  appar- 
ent;   and,  when  the  Legislature   met,  a 
strong  disposition  to  repeal  tho  law  was 
evinced.     This  was  accomplished  by  sub- 
stituting therefor   a  moderate   bill.      It 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  one  Rail- 
road Commissioner,  whose  duties   arc  to 
inquire  into  the  neglect  or  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  by  any  railroad  corpo- 
ration doing  business  therein,  to  examine 
into  the  condition,  equipment,  and   man- 
agement of   the  various  roads,  and  to  re- 
port annually  to  tho  Governor  such  facts 
and  statements  as  will  disclose  tho  work- 
I  ing  of  the  railroad  system  of   the   State. 
Ijnjust  discrimination    and    extortion 
are  prohibited  by  making  it  unlawful  for 
any  railroad  company  to  charge  any  per- 
son or  persons  a  greater  sum  for    a    like 
service.  frt>m  tho  .same  place  and  upon  like 
coudition.s,  than   is    charged    any    other 
person,  or  to  demand  or   receive   an   un- 
reasonable price  for  the  transportation  of 
persons  or  jireperty,   or   for  handling  or 
storing  freight,  or  for  the  use  of  its  cars. 
Lpon  conviction   of  violation,    the    com- 
pany is  to  forfeit  to  the   party   aggrieved 
three  times  the  actual  damages  sustained 
or  over-charges  paid,   together   with   the 
costs  of  suit.     Another  provision— which 
might  have  been  improved   by   enforcing 
nublication  -requires  that  all  drawbacks

Prospects  from  a  Cbicavo  Standpoint.

A  St.  Louis  paper  says  "Gen.  Sherman 
was  interviewed  yesterday  concerning  the 
action  the  government  will  take  relative 
to   the   gold  hunting   expeditions  to  the 
Black        Hills       country,       and      that 
gentleman       said      in     substance     that 
expeditions  would  be  prevented  from  en- 
tering that  region,  or  if  any  got    in  they 
would  be   driven   out.     As   soon  as     the 
weather  will  permit,  troops  will  be  put  m 
tho  field  with  instructions  to    prevent  ex- 
cursions into  the  Sioux   reservations,  and 
these  instructions  will  be   carried  out  by 
force  of  arms  if  need  be.     The   integrity 
of  the  treaty  with  tbe  Sioux  will  be  main- 
tained at  all  hazards.     The    General  said 
"The  frontier  people  complain  of  Indian 
raids,  vet  in  this  case  do  not   seem  to  see 
the  injustice  of  their  own  act,    which  is 
modeled  after  the  Indians'   mode    of  ac- 
quiring property.  '     If  necessary,  troops 
will  be  sent  to  bring  out  the  party  now  in 
the  Hills.

Tho  Secretary  of  State  is  required  by 
this  bill  to  purchase  a  sufficient  number 
of  Bissell's  revision  of  the  statutes  of  Min- 
nesota to  supply  one  set  thereof  to  each 
of  the  Justices  in  the  organized  counties 
of  this  State. 

The  price  is  to  be  not  less  than  four 
dollars  a  volume  and,  %z.  a  set  of  this 
work  is  composed  of  two  volumes,  the 
price  of  each  set  would  be  eight  dollars. 
There  are  over  eight  hundred  organized 
townships  in  this  State,  and  the  statutes 
require  that  two  Justices  shall  be  elected 
in  each  election  district.  The  number  of 
magistrates,  therefore,  whom  it  is  con- 
templated to  supply  with  thcso  volumes 
is  over  sixteen  hundred,  at  a  cost  of  not 
less  than  thirteen  thousand  dollars.

That  this  increase  is  not  ephemeral,  a 
mere  spirt  on  tiic  part  of  the  buyers —

He  threw  up  hia  arms,  toppled  back- 
ward, and  hi:*  horse  struck  the  further 
shelf  riderless.  The  brown  mare  stum- 
bled. Zora  was  tossed  •ver  htr  head,  and 
went  rolling  back  under  her  very  feet. 
My  heart  stopped  at  the  prospect  of  the 
second  tragedy,  but  the  faithful  animal 
held  steadily  ui>on  the  shelf  until  her  de- 
throned mistress  had  regained  her  safety. 

As  the  animal,  so  lately  ridden  by  Da- 
cre found  himself  mastcrlcss,  he  sprang 
forward  some  distance  from  the  chasm. 
Without  a  moment's  waiting,  Joaquiu 
pressed  his  own  steed  to  tho  leap.  He 
cleared  the  fearful  gorge,  made  a  few  sig- 
nificant gestures,  swore  somo  terrible 
Spanish-Mexican  oaths,  and  drove  Zora 
once  more  across  to  my  side  of  the  gulf, 
following  her  instantly  himself,  and  after- 
ward whistling  to  tho  other  horse.  He 
then  descended  tho  steep,  conical  hill, 
holding  ihe  brown  mare  by  the  bridle. 

Having  the  idea  well  established  in  my

and  some  three  hundred  yards  from  the 
buildings,  in  a  clump  of  closely 
matted  shrubs  and  vines,  my  dog  found 
found  something  to  occasion  him  much 
excitement  and  dismal  howling.  Dis- 
mounting and  parting  the  bushes  wc  dis- 
covered a  skeleton,  the  flesh  mostly  de- 
cooposed ;  and  bending  closer  I  recog- 
nized with  a  strange,  creeping  horror,  the 
belt  and  hat  of  Joaquin. 

"The  work  of  outlaws,"  said  one  and 
another,  but  as  I  picked  up  a  .shred  of 
scarlet  cloth,  where  it  had  fallen  from 
the  figure's  hand,  I  concluded  that  it  was 
an  illustratirn  of  the  law— he  had  reaped 
as  he  had  sowed.

The  broad  piazza  of  our  house  at  St. 
Louis  was  always  the  welcome  gathering- 
place  of  the  trappers  and  hunters,  as  well 
as  the  traders  to  Santa  Fe,  and  mountain 
men  generally.  With  these  my  father 
loved  to  talk  and  gain  the  knowledge 
afterwards  put  to  such  good  use.  There 
also  narratives  of  endurance,  sagacity, 
daring,  and  self-relying  courage  were  told 
m  tho  quiet,  matter-of-course  manner  of 
men  to  whom  the  opposite  qualitiee  were 
unknown. 

When  Washington  Irving  was  about 
to  make  his  journey  in  the  Indian  coun 
try,  he  was  often  at  our  house  while  in 
St.  Louis,  and  his  comments  on  tho  sim- 
plicity as  well  as  the  fine  courage  of  these 
men  was  my  first  perception  that  there 
was  anything  unusual  in  them.  I  am  not 
qualified  to  do  justice  to  the  best  of  these; 
only  men  who  have  shared  their  lives  can 
do  so.  But  as  a  child  in  St.  Loui-s  then 
in  our  winter  home  in  W^ashington,  and 
for  many  years  after  our  own  frontier,  on 
that  of  California,  and  in  long  weeks  of 
camping-out  travel,  I  had  many  opportu- 
nities of  knowing  them  well.  They  were 
"princes  in  their  way,"  as  one  of  them 
said  to  me  when  he  had  his  feelings  a  lit- 
tle hurt  by  a  man  of  high  position  in 
Washington.  "Who  would  have  thought 
it  of  him  ;  such  a  fine  looking  gentleman, 
too.  They  are  great  men  here— princes 
in  their  way;  but  when  they  come  out  to 
the  plains  we  are  the  princes,  and  they 
could  not  live  without  us." 

When  reedy  King  John  tried  to  collect 
revenue  by  requiring  each  noble  to  pro- 
duce his  titles  and  written  deeds,  or  fail- 
ing forfeit  them  to  the  crown,  an  old 
Earrs  answer  was  charming.  He  drew 
his  great  sword  and  flung  it  on  the  tabic 
before  the  king's  envoys: 

"Tell  your  master  1  nm  no  clerk,  nor 
were  my  ancestors  before  me.  Thcs-; 
lands  are  ours  by  the  sword,  and  by  the 
sword  we  will  hold  them." 

So  with  our  mountain  mon  :  they  were 
not  clerks,  but  great  men. 

One  of  them,  to  whom  I  had  been  read- 
ing Mazeppu,  said  to  me  : 

'*Rcad  tliat  part  again  where  he  comes 
back  with  twice  five  hundred  men  to 
thank  him  for  his  courteous  ride.  That's 
tho  way  1  felt  when  the  Black  feet  de- 
stroyed my  caches,  and  I  went  back  and 
thanked  them  for  it.  Now,  if  I  had  had 
reading  like  that  I  might  have  made  a 
scholar.  I  was  a  young  boy  in  the 
school-house  when  the  cry  came,  'Indi- 
ans 1'  1  jumped  to  my  rifle  and  throw 
down  the  spelling  book,  and  thar  it  lays." 

Our  good,  dear  friend  Carson  made  his 
mark  true  and  high,  however,  without  the 
need  of  any  more  scholarship  than  the 
frontier  school  gave. 

His  iustinct  was  true  and  delicate  and 
led  him  to  acts  as  correctly  courteous  as 
the  most  thorough  training  could  do. 

When  the  first  boat  that  had  ever  rest- 
ed on  the  lonely,  silent  waters  of  the  Salt 
Lake  made  its  way  to  the  island  rear  the 
center,  and  the  man  at  the  bow  wasjunip- 
ing  ashore  to  draw  her  up,  Carson  held 
him  down  with  "the  Captain  steps   there 

first." 

I  liked  greatly  an  expression  of  his,  re 


get  home,  and  not  to  let  his  wife  have  the 
shock  of  hearing  of  his  death. 

"Yesterday  I  thought  I  was  gone,"  he 
told  me.  The  Indian  chief  who  was  with 
him  in  his  room  told  him  what  he  had 
said — he  himself  only  knew  that  all  at 
once  "he  felt  the  bed  rise  with  him,"  and 
with  that  a  "drowning  feeling,"  but  with 
a  new,  strange  element  which  made  him 
cry  out,  "Lord  Jesus  have  mercy  !"  "I  I 
do  not  know  I  said  it,  but  I  know  I  might, 
for  it's  only  the  Lord  can  help  me  where 
I  am  now.' 

The  chief  had  taken  him  from  the  bed 
and  carried  him  to  an  open  window.  "I 
noticed  he  was  crying.  'What's  that 
for?'  I  a.sVed  him.  'Because  you  looked 
dead,  and  you  called  Lord  Jesu.s.'  " 

I  give  this  much  of  our  dear  old  friend's 
last,  sacred  talk  with  me,  because  those 
who  knew  him  best  were  the  most  pained 
by  the  singnlariy  untrue  use  made  of  his 
name  by  one  incapable  of  understanding 
him.  And  as  Old  Mortality  kept  the 
moss  from  hiding  the  inscriptions  on  the 
tombs  he  cared  for,  so  it  is  needed  that 
some  should  not  allow  the  fungus  growth 
on  honored  names. 

Carson  did  not  reach  home.  And  his 
wife  did  feel  the  shock  ho  had  hoped  to 
.soften  to  her ;  she  even  felt  it  so  much 
that  she  died.  Then  Carson's  friends  at 
the  fort  made  him  come  to  stay  where 
they  and  the  surgeon  of  the  post  might  do 
all  they  could  to  lessen  his  sufferings. 
And  so,  surrounded  by  his  friends  and 
love  and  honor,  his  end  came. 

His  wife  was  one  of  the  good  New  Mex- 
ican Spanish  families,  and  their  children 
belong  with  the  most  respected  and 
wealthy  old  settlers  there,  although  Car- 
son's post  as  Indian  superintendent  left 
him  no  richer  than  when  ho  was  only 
guide  and  hunter. 

General  Sherman,  who  was  among  his 
most  valued  and  attached  friend.s,  had  the 
good  fortune  to  be  able  tn  offer  a  free 
scholarship  in  an  Ohio  College  to  one  son. 
He,  1  am  sure,  and  .ill  who  knew  Carson 
best,  when  they  hear  him  spoken  of  will 
not  think  of  him  only  as  the  brave  man, 
0)  the  great  hunter,  or  the  cool,sagacious, 
admirable  guide,  but  first  and  tanderly  as 
their  "Dear  old  Kit."

THE  JURORS  XSD  THSIR  COMPENSATION. 

The  jurors  complain  that  while 
the  court  is  very  considerate  in 
the  treatment  of  them,  their 
losses  are  great  by  reason  of  their  pro- 
tracted detention  from  business  at  this 
particular  season  of  the  year.  They  are 
now  paid  at  the  rate  of  S2  per  day  and 
one  meal— dinner.  Jud^e  Neilson  has 
informed  them  from  the  bench  that  they 
would  receive  extra  compen.sation  as  soon 
as  the  board  of  supervisors  acted  upon 
the  matter.  It  is  customary,  in  protract 
ed  trials  such  as  the  present,  to  pay  jurors 
extra  allowance  when  they  are  pecuniary 
losers  by  detention  from  their  business. 
People  will  talk  about  the  bias  of  jurors 
despite  the  cautions  of  the  court.  "It 
can't  be  helped,"  said  a  citizen,  "and 
there  is  no  use  in  attempting  to  gag  dis- 
cussions on  this  subject.  There  is  one 
man  on  that  jury  who  will  stand  out  for 
Mrs.  Beecher,  I  am  willing  to  stake  all 
that  I  am  worth."  "I  know  another 
juror  who  is  also  a  Beecher  man,"  re- 
marked another  Brooklynite,  "for  a  rela- 
tive of  his  told  me  he  was  a  warm  admir- 
er of  his."  This  may  be  all  nonsense, 
as  the  jurors  do  not  converse  with  any 
ono  on  the  subject. 


ferring  to  a  man  who  had  done  him  a  mis- 
chief. "If  ever  I  get  the  chance,  1  will 
do  him  an  honest  injury."  Nothing  that 
was  not  honest  and  fair,  and  open,  and  of 
good  repute,  found  its  place  in  his  whole- 
some nature. 

Carson  had  eminently  the  nature  that 
comes  from  gentleness  combined  with 
strength,  from  that  innate  Bcn.se  of  ju.s- 
tico  which  gives  to  others  what  we  re- 
quire for  ourselves,  from  a  healthy  nature 
to  which  cheerfuluess  is  so  natural  that 
instinctively  they  £eel  its  lack  and  seek 
to  impart  it.  To  such  a  nature  the  mor- 
bid and  nervous,  the  heartsick  and  weary, 
come  and  are  comforted,  and  feel  as  inva- 
lids do  when  they  get  into  favored  cli- 
mates where  an  even  temperature  and  the 
certainty  of  daily  returning  sunshine  and 
no  surprises  of  frosts  or  rains  insensibly 
bring  calm  and  healing.  Such  a  nature 
attracts  to  itself  and  retains  only  what  is 
best  in  all  it  meets ;  and  as  tho  character 
engraves  itself  upon  the  countenence,  so 
the  many  years  since  I  have  seen  Carson 
had  done  their  ennobling  work  so  effectu- 
ally that  my  old  friend  was  perfectly  in 
keeping  with  tho  beautiful  librery  of  the 
friend's  house  in  which  we  met  again.  He 
had  lived  what  we  idealize  in  writing  and 
love  to  read  of.  And  about  him,  too,  was 
the  dignity  of  coming  death. 

I  had  been  written  to  from  Washington 
that  Carson  was  there,  ill  and  depressed  ; 
that  he  had  not  consulted  a  physician 
yet,  but  thought  he  had  the  heart  injured 
in  an  accident ;  that  if  I  would  urge  him 
to  come  to  me  and  be  well  nursed  and  see 
a  physician  something  might  yet  be  done, 
although  his  cor.dition  seemed  very  seri- 
ous. Carson  had  been  for  years  an  im- 
portant part  of  my  life,  when  it  was  all 
filled  with  energetic  action,  and  when  true 
friends  in  the  old  home  watched  for  and 
protected  the  absent,  and  welcomed  thom 
back  on  the  return  from  long  dangers; 
and  now  that  death,  and  political  differ- 
ences as  relentless,  and  the  war  had  com- 
pletely ended  thdt  life,  I  saw  for  the  last 
time  one  of  the  few  who  had  not  changed 
from  that  old  time  of  youth,  and  health 
and  friends  and  a  complete  home. 

But  Carson  was  only  troubled  by  my 
emotions,  and  told  me  with  his  own  .sim- 
plicitr-of  courage  that  he  had  seen  Dr. 
Sayre,  who  told  him  that  he  might  live 
to  reach  his  homo  (at  Taohquar  Santa 
Fe,)  but  that  he  might  al.so  die  at  any 
moment,  as  the  heart  was  fatally  injured 
by  the  accident  from  which  Carson  dated 
Ills  illness.  In  trying  to  save  a  mule  he 
had  become  wound  in  its  Uriat,  and  both 
fell  together  over  a  steep  precipice,  Car- 
son's left  side  getting  the  blow  as  he  fell 
on  the  rocks  below.  His  open-air  and 
absolutely  temperate  life  delayed  the  in- 
evitableend.    His  only  wish  now  was  to

TME  OTHER  nENRY. 

Henry  C.  Bowen  has  not  turned  up  his 
cards.  He  is  willing  to  bet  on  a  blind 
hand,  beoause  nobody  knows  what's  un- 
der it.  Mr.  Bowen  always  gets  bettor  in 
health  and  spirits  when  he  has  a  mystery 
on  his  mind.  As  FraHk  Moulton  was  the 
most  uusuc-'cssful  secret-keeper  that  hu- 
man nature  has  to  do  with,  Bo«Ten  is  the 
most  eminently  successful.  He  not  only 
ol>;'y8  the  Scriptural  injunction,  not  to 
let  his  left  hand  know  what  his  right 
hand  doclli,  but  his  left  ear  does  not  walk 
ott  with  the  contents  of  the  other.  There 
he  sits  on  Sundays  and  at  Friday  night 
prayer  meetings,  blandly  listening  to  the 
discourse,  apparently  oblivious  of  tho 
fact  that  Mr.  Beecher's  lawyers  have  al- 
ready brought  him  among  the  conspira- 
tors and  charged  that  he,  Bowen,  threw 
tho  first  stone. 

It  is  seldom  in  social  history  that  a 
man  can  take  so  mysterious  a  place  as 
this.  Mr.  Bowen's  position  in  tho  drama 
is  like  that  of  the  ghost  in  ''Hamlet," 
about  whose  existence  some  players  have 
been  so  doubtful  that  they  do  not  present 
it  in  form  at  all,  but  have  the  invocation 
to  Hamlet  addressed  from  behind  the 
scenes.  This  is  true  of  Bowen,  except 
th.it,  instead  of  meditating  the  eho.st  and 
saving,  "swear,"  he  hears  with  great  in- 
difference the  large  part  of  the  country 
thundering  "swear"  at  him,  and  he  don't 
••swear"  worth  a  penn2'. 

If  th»  verdict  is  rendered  will  the  jury 
know  much  about  the  case  i  Will  any- 
body know  much  about  this  extraordinary 
puzzle.  Since  Bowen  holds  the  key 
and  refuses  to  unlock  it,  Mr.  Bowe.-^'s 
position  is  at  once  graceful  and  irritating. 
He  lets  gentlemen  of  the  press  come  to 
see  him,  expresses  his  regret  that  he 
must  bo  silent,  and  refers  them  to  the 
columns  of  the  Independent,  for  the  pro- 
digious success  of  that  paper  he  thinks  of 
more  con.sequcnce  than  the  small  matter 
under  discussion  on  Long  Island  heights.

It  is  a  fact  not  generally  known  that 
each  morning,  between  the  hours  of  nine

as  to  meet  the  latest  exigences  that  the 
ca.'^e  present.*.  These  meetings  are  held 
in  room  No.  8,  in  the  large  iren  building 
on  the  eorner  of  Court  and  Montague 
streets.  The  most  prompt  in  attendance 
at  the.se  important  consultations  are 
Gen.  Benjamin  F.  Tracy,  tiio' faithful 
clerk  of  Plymouth  Church.  Thomas  G. 
Shearman,  the  energetic  and  prematurely 
bald  Hill,  and  ex-Judge  Porter.  Mr. 
Evarts  puts  in  an  appearance  rather  late' 
at  these  meetings  and  frequently  absents 
himself,  being  contented  to  learn  from  his 
associates  the  result  of  their  conclu.sions 
and  guide  his  course  by  his  own  judgment 
thereon.  The  defendant  rarely  absents 
himself  from  the  caucus  in  which  he  is  so 
profoundly  concerned.  Indeed,  he  is 
found  to  be  of  invaluable  assistance  by  his 
counsel,  and  his  able  and  comprehensive 
mind  has  learned  many  points  in  law  and 
tho  logic  of  events  since  the 
commencement  of  his  trial. 

After  tho  adjournment  of 

the  court  there  is  another  brief  consulta- 
tion at  the  same  place,  when  the  night 
work  of  the  junior  attorneys  is  mapped 
out  and  subpoenas  are  prepared  for  the 
impending  witnesses  who  are  to  confront 
and  confound  the  prosecution.

(From  the  Cincinnati  Commen,'ial.) 
The  social  condition  of  India  has  caus- 
ed a  good  deal  of  excitement  in  relation 
to  a  marriage  which  is  to  occur  in  Lon- 
don.    An  eminent  Hindoo  is  to  marry  a 
London  beauty.     The  gentleman  in   this 
case  is  Mutu  Coomar|i,  Swammy.     Swam- 
my  is  a  title,  and  literally  means  "God." 
Queen  Victoria  has  made  him   Sir   Mutu 
Coomara,  for  he  is  an  eminent  member  of 
her  Majesty's  Council  at  Ceylon,  and  has 
written  some  Oriental  books  of  high  value. 
The  lady  is  a  Miss  Lily  Beebe,  a  lady  dis- 
tinguished in  her  circle  as  an  artist,   but 
also  as  being  more  beautiful  than  any  pic- 
ture she  ever  painted.     The   Hindoo  first 
met  the  young  lady  in  a  company  of  Eng- 
lish people    who    have    long  repudiated 
Christianity,  and  ho  being  no  adherent  of 
any  special  Eastern  sect,    they  found    a 
basis  of  religious  harmony  in  simple  The- 
ism.    No  case  of  intermarriage  between  a 
Hindoo  and  a  person  of  the  Engli.sh  race 
seems  to  have  ever  been  known   before. 
Old  residents  of  India  have   informed  me 
that  it  is  absolutely  unprecedented,  and 
that  if  Sir  Mutu  were  to  take  his  bride  to 
any  part  of  India,  both  of  them  would  be 
treated  by  the  whites  as  pariahs.     They 
all  agree  that  in    Ceylon    the    prejudice 
against  "miscegenation"  will  probably  be 
less,  and  that    tho    Hindoo's  very   high 
rank  (he  would    be    King    of  Ceylon    if 
Queen  Victoria  should  resign  the  island) 
and  ofiicial  position  will   enable   them  to 
tide  over  the  first  indignation.      But   the 
agitation  the  coming  marriage  has  cau.sed 
in"Orient.il   circles"  in  London   proves 
that  anything  like   an    amalgamation   of 
races  in' India  is  not  to  be  contemplated. 
At  the  same  time  Indians  arc  received  in 
the  highest  society  in   London   on    terms 
of  perfect  equality  ;    yeunj^  ladies   dance 
and  flirt  with  them    as    industricutsly  as 
with  others;  audit  requiies   the  atmos- 
phere of  India  to  bring  about  the  singula." 
exaspcration  of  caste  feeling   to   which  *I 
have  referred. 


KItcben  vit.  Sbmetbingr  Else. 

At  a  late  industrial  aid  society  meeting 
in  Chicago,  III.,    the   usual  stock  lament 
over  woman's  aversencss  to  kitchen  work 
was    not  permitted   to  go  unchallenged. 
Rev.  Mr.  Parkhurst  was  the  first  to  touch 
the  kitchen  question  and  to   mourn  over 
the  tendencies    of    women    toward    the 
stores  and  the  workshops,  while  his   wife 
had  to  send  to   Scotland    for    domestics. 
This  gentleman,  if  we  may  believe  the  re- 
porter,  wound    up    by  saying   that  "all 
that  woman  had  that  n>ade  her  more  than 
the  merest  piece  of  property  was  Christi- 
anity," which  was  a  queer  way  of  saying 
that  the  elevation  of  woman  is  largely  due 
to  Christianity,  while  that  of  man   is  due 
—to  himself,  eh  ?     Kev.  Robert  Collyer 
thought  it  was  "a  sad  fact"  that   not   an 
American  girl  had  taken   service    in    his 
kitchen  for  twenty    j-ears,    although  he 
would  rather  work  for  Mrs.  Collyer  than 
for  Queen  Victoria!     But  the   women  in 
tho    audience   had   stood   this   talk  long 
enough.     One  of  them  said  she  was  "glad 
to  know  that  American  women   abhorred 
kitchen  work.''    Miss  Swisshelm  said  wo- 
man   was    what   man  had  made  her,  and 
should  the  clay  say  to  the  potter :  "Why 
am  I  thus?"     Miss  Anna   Hulett,  attor- 
ney at  law,  said  she   did  not  sec  why  wo- 
men should  be  relegated  to   the   kitchen. 
She  herself  had  fought  her  way  from  the 
kitchen  to  a  position  where  she  was  earn- 
ing S3,500  per  year  instead  of  $3  a  week, 
and  she  didn't  blame  the   American  girl 
for  fighting   shy  of  the   kitchen  ;  in  lact, 
the  kitchen  party  got  rather    severely 
handled.  

The  scene  in  the  court-room  grows  in- 
expressibly sad  as  the  days  go  on.  Mr. 
Beecher  has  aged  fearfully.  He  looks 
twenty  years  older  than  the  last  time  I 
saw  hun,  at  the  public  dinner  in  New 
York,  ten  months  ago.  His  gray  hair 
hangs  long  and  loose,  his  face  is  haggard, 
his  eyes  sunken,-  he  looks,  indeed,  like 
the  embodiment  of  that  "ragged  edge" 
of  despair,  which  he  nas  pictured.  Mrs. 
Beecher  alone  preserves  her  calmness,  her 
serenity  and  dignity.  Her  white  face, 
frained  in  its  whiter  hair,  has  a  set  look, 
but  no  outward  exhibition  testifies  to  the 
agony  within.— Jiinnie  Jum.

The  Dead  liiiint. 

[From  tho  Baltimore  Sun.] 
Mr.  James  Murphy,  Jr.  a  giant  who  has 
been  keeping  a    restaurant  at    151    South 
Chester  street,  on    Fell's    Point,    in    thi.-; 
city,  for  a  year   or    so    past,   died  early 
yesterday  morning  of  a    bronchial   aflec- 
tion  or  consumption.     Mr.    Murphy    was 
born  at    Waterford,    Ireland,    and    was 
therefore  a  full  blooded  Irish   giant,    and 
a  large  one,  standing  near  eight   feet    in 
his  stockings.     He  was  33    years   of  age 
and  unmarried.     Some  months  ago,  when 
he  was  in  comparatively  good  health,  he 
weighed  351  pounds.      He  had   weighed 
more    when  his    health  was  better.     He 
had   been  in    this   country    twenty  four 
years,  having  been  brought  here  by    his 
father    and    mother,    who  still    live    at 
the  house  on  Chester  street.     The    giant 
traveled  three  years  with  Barnum  as  one 
the  great  living  curiosities  of  the   world. 
In  his  professional  career  he  visited  every 
part  of  the  country,  from  Maine  to  Cali- 
fornia and  the  extreme  South.     After  ter- 
minating his  engagement   with    Barnum, 
the  giant  traveled  with  a  circus,  where  he 
contracted  the  bronchial   disease    which 
finally  ended    his   life.     When    in   good 
health  he  had  a  fresh,  plea.sant  face,   and, 
like  all  large  men,    and    particularly  all 
giants,  except  those  of  the    story    books 
and  nursery  talcs,  was  as  amiable   as    he 
was  great    in   stature.     Ho    had   a  very 
youthful  expression  of  countenance,  coal-  j 
black  hair,  and  his  hands  were    so  large  ] 
tliat  one  of  them  could  cover  the  head  of  j 
an  ordinary    man,   just    as    an  ordinary 
hand  would   cover  an    orange.     His  feet 
were  not  so  large  proportionately   as   the 
hands,  but  beside  an  ordinary  shoe  one  of 
his  shoes  would  seem  to    be    a   .sufficient 
habitation  for  "the   old   woman"    of  the 
story  book,  who  "had  so  many  children 
she  did  not  know  what    to    do."     When 
tho  undertaker  came  to  measure  the  dead 
giant  for  his  coffin  it  was  found  that   the 
deoea.sed  was  full  eight  feet  long.    Surely 
the  measure  of  man  is    correctly   known 
when  he  is  dead.  The  coffin  will  be  nearly 
8  1-2  feet  long.     The  body  was  visited  by 
hundreds  of  people  yesterday,    the  giant 
being  well  known  on  Fell's  Point,   where 
he  was  justly  esteemed  for  his  amiability, 
especially  by  the  children,  who,  after  the 
first    shrinkage,    generally    liked    to   be 
taken  in  his  arms    and    elevated    so    far 
above  the  heads  of  their    parents    as  he 
could  conveniently  hold  them.     Some   of 
the     little      boys     in      the    neighbor- 
hood knew  him  only  by  the  name  of  "the 
Gi'nt."     The  body  lay  in   a  small  room 
about    twelve   feet    square,    against  the 
south  wall,  feet  towards  the  west,  stretch- 
ing almost  across  the  abariment  from  side 
to  side.     Candles    were    burning  at  the 
head   and  foot   and   sides  of  the  corpse 
which  was  covered  with  a  black  pall,  with 
a  large   white  cross   on  the  breast,  and 
crosses  in  the  corners  of  the  cloth.    The 
father  of  the  giant,   who  is  65   years  of 
age,    probably     older,   is   a  large    man. 
When  at  his  best,  he  stood  over  six  feet 
in  his  stockings,  though  he  is  now  a  little 
bent.     The  mother  is  not  a  large  woman, 
being  not  above  the  medium  size  for   the 
sex.     She  is  nearly   her   husbands    age. 
Both  the  old  people  are    in   good  health, 
and  seem  vigorous  for  their  years.     In- 
cluding the  giant,  they  have  had  born 
to   thenv  five   sons  and  three  daughters. 
One  son  only  is  alive.     Some  of  the  child- 
ren were  undersized.     Only   one,'  a  son, 
attained  to  the  size  of  tho  father,  except 
the  giant,   who  exceeded   the    growth  of 
tho  parent  by  nearly  two  feet. 

Mr.  Baldwin,  of  Michigan,  knew  that 
the  preacher  was  in  the  parlor  with  his 
wife,  but  he  didn't  think  anything  about 
it  until  he  heard  a  voice  say,  "Youch ! 
Parson !  you've  got  me  by  the  crazy 
bone !"  and  then  Baldwin  dropped  his 
axe,  spit  ou  his  hands,  pickei  it  up  again, 
and  wf.lked  into  that  parlor  just  in  time 
to  see  a  preacher  jump  out  the  front  door 
six  feet  at  a  iump.— Milwaukee  Newg,

THE  NEWS. 


Political. 

The  SoQUiern  States  wrre  visited  by  heavy 
rains  danng  the  first  part  of  March,  causing 
damaging  floods  in  many  localities. 

The  (wse  of  Pinchbeck  has  been  postponed 
by  theU.  S.  Senate  until  December  next,  by 
a  vote  of  30  to  33 

Twelve  appropriation  bills  passed  Congress, 
calling  for  $175,000,000  from  the  i  reaaury. 

Thf  U.  S.  Senate  has  discussed  at  mnch 
length,  the  pr'>priety  ol  indorsing  the  Presi- 
dent's Louisiana  policy.  Senator  KreeUng- 
huysen  introduced  a  resolution  to  the  eflect 
that  the  Presidrnt  should  continue  recognizing 
iu  tlial  State  the  existing  gove.nnient. 

A  Madison  special  of  the  15th  to  the  Chicago 
Tribune  says  Gov.  Taylor  has  not,  as  alleged 
iu  some  quarters,  decided  to  call  an  extra  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  to  remedy  errors  iu  the 
railroad  laws,  but  expresses  himself  opposed 
to  such  an  idea.  It  is  feared,  if  called  together 
again,  the  legislature  might  make  more  mis- 
thief  than  it  would  mend. 

The  Republican  Senators,  alter  much  debate, 
decided  to  sustain  the  President  in  his  Louis- 
iana policy,  and  that  tne  Kellogg  government, 
in  that  state,  shall  be  8ustaine<l.by  the  general 
government. 

Of  the  nineteen  members  of  Congress  frotu 
Pennsylvania  whose  terras  expired  on  the  4th 
iu9t.,  but  eight  were  to  fortunate  as  to  secure  a 
I  e-election. 

(ien.  Butler,  iu  a  letter  on  the  civil  rights 
bill,  says  that  law  does  not  .jive  any  right  to  a 
colored  man  to  go  int(j  a  drinking  saloon  with- 
out the  leave  of  the  proprietor,  and  that  a  bar- 
ber shop  is  a  private  business  with  which  the 
law  does  not  interfere. 

The  "Louisiana  question,"  which  gave  lise 
tosomuchllllibusteringi:i  the  Senate,  read.-* 
as  follows  :  "Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the 
Piesident  in  protecting  the  government  ol 
Louisiana,  in  which  Wni.  P.  Kellogg  is  execu- 
tive, ana  the  people  of  that  State  against  do- 
mestic violence,  and  enforcing  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  is  approved.

The  meii  report  mining  prospects  still 
more  tempting  than  any  former  reporti4,  and 
bring  a  sample  of  gold  du»t^aaiked  with  arvm 
roots  to  show  that  the  precious  metal  is  found 
"at  the  very  roots  of  the  gras^a."  ll  this  is  not 
an  advertising  dodge  it  is  good  news. 

The  railroads  are  carrying  Black  Hills  pas- 
soigers  to  Cheyenne  at  reduced  lae. 

The  New  Vork  Tribune  fund  to  the  grasshop- 

j)er  sufierers  of  Nebraska  ane  Kansas  has  reach- 
ed the  sum  ol  $12,000. 

A  'grand  reunion  of  the  volunteers  ol  the 
war  is  to  be  held  iu  Chicago,  under  the  auspic- 
es of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  on  the 
I2th,  13tu  and  14tii  of  May.  Preparations  are 
in  progress  to  mak  it  a  reunion  on  the  grand- 
est scale. 

Two  thousand  colored  laliovers  called  on  the 
President,  at  the  White  House,  on  the  night  ot 
♦.he  15tii,  to  make  complaint  about  the  i>ay- 
ment  of  certain  contract  moneys.  The  Presi- 
dent declined  to  see  them,  and  they  retired  in 
an  <  rderly  manner  to  hold  a  mass  meeting. 

Efforts  eve  now  being  made  to  extinguish  the 
title  ol  tlie  Indians  to  the  Black  Hills  country, 
and  until  this  is  accomplished,  tlie  President 
says,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  protect  them 
in  their  exclusve  right  thereto 

Eeaatern  bound  Heights  lr<.)ni  Chicago  to  New 
York  have  oeen  reduced  at  the  rate  of  10  ;ind 
25  per  cent,  according  to  class. 

The  Erie  Canal  Board  has  made  a  re<iuction 
in  freights  of  33 >i  j-er  cent  on  grain  and  50 per 
leni  on  merchandise. 

It  is  asserted  that  the  title  of  the  Indians 
to  the  Black  Hills  country  was  never  nititied  by 
the  Senate,  and  will  not  hold  gooil. 

A  negro  at  Cairo,  111.,  exi.laius  the  cold 
weatlicr  inj^cniously.  He  remembers  that 
there  was  a  shock  of  earthquake  at  Cairo 
last  fall,  about  the  time  of  the  comet,  and  he 
savs:  "Well,  de  fact  is  dat  comet  struck  dis 
ya'«th  and  caused  dat  yartluiuake,  and  it  but- 
ted so  haid  dat  it  done  tent  dis  here  yarth 
about  tree  or  four  hundred  miles  furder  north, 
and  dat's  de  cause  of  de  present  cold  weather." 
At  Bolvidere,  111.,  recently,  a  girl  named 
Helen  Otis,  only  nine  or  ten  years  old,  was 
found  hanging,  dead,  and  the  coroner's  ver- 
dict was  deatli  by  suicide,  but  now  a  new  in- 
vestigation is  demanded  with  expectation  o( 
showing  that  the  child  was  murdered. 

Hay  is  worth  $25  to  130  a  ton  at  Rocklord, 
111.  The  long  and  severe  winter,  witli  snow 
blocked  roads,  has  caused  the  Kcarcity. 

The  German  citizens  of  New  York  city  held 
a  mass  meeting  at  Cooper  hL-titute  to  protest 
against  the  exclusion  of  their  language  from 
the  public  schools  ol  the  city.  This  was  on 
18th  inst.,  und  on  the  same  day  the  Catholics 
made  a  denxand  for  a  portion  of  the  public 
moneys  for  the  support  of  their  parochial 
schools. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  by  tlie  Wall-st., 
gamblers  to  get  up  another  gold  corner,  and 
large  amounts  bf  gold  has  been  locked  up,  but 
receipts  from  California  and  Eur«pe  promise 
to  be  greater  thim  the  sharks  can  haiidle,  and 
the  evil  be  averted.

The  roof  of  a  market  house  in  Reading,  Pa., 
gave  way  from  an  overweight  of  snow,  on  the 
14th  inst.,  killing  one  boy  and  seriously  in- 
juring three  others. 

Four  men  were  drowned  at  iJeading,  Pa.,  on 
Sunday,  the  14th,  and  five  .jthers  at  Hunting- 
ton, West  Va.,  on  the  same  day. 

An  eflbrt  being  made  to  obtain  a  resoite  for  a 
murderer  named  i«'orks,  in  Richmond,  Va.,  he 
says  he  says  he  does  not  want  the  day  of  hang- 
ing postponed. 

Two  boys  at  work  in  a  coal  screen  near 
Scrauton,  I'a.,  were  caught  in  the  machinery 
and  crufilie|i  to  death,  their  heads  and  arms 
being  severed  from  their  bodies. 

At  Indianapolis  la^st  week  a  brute  named 
Lewis  Bishop  cut  his  wife's  throat  because  she 
lefused  to  live  with  him.  On  the  same  day  a 
woman  in  Connecticut  killed  her  two  children 
in  tlie  same  manner,  and  then  committed  sui- 
cide witli  the  same  knife. 

A  Ku  Klux  pai-ty  has  been  arrested  in  Ken- 
tucky, charged  with  numerous  murders  and 
other  crimes,  in  Todd  county,  and  a  com- 
pany of  militia  sent  there  to  preserve  the  pub- 
lic peace  and  protect  the  authorities  in  the  tii- 
ttla,  against  expected  efforts  lor  their  release. 

Three  large  and  costly  railroad  bridges  spin- 
ning the  Su.squehanna  river  near  Piltston,  Pa., 

were  swept  away  by  the  flood  in  that  river,  on  I  dered  at  Fort  Sill  lately 
the  16th  inst.  At  Poit  Jervis  hundreds  of  A,i„i^o  »..,..«  r«i;i-> 
nouses  were  partly  submerged  but  no  lives  lost. 
Ice  piled  up  to  the  hight  of  thirty  feet,  dam- 
ing  up  the  flood,  and  but  for  the  timely  use  of 
nilro  glycerine  there  would  doubtless  have 
been  terrible  destruction  ot  life. 

A  tornado  pa.ssed  over  the  the  town  of  Rich- 
mond, S.  C,  on  the  16th  inrt.,  blowing  down 
buildings  and  killing  several  people.  Trees 
were  torn  up  by  the  roots  and  twisted  into 
splinters. 

The  damage  to  western  railroads  by  snow, 
this  winter,  is  estimated  at  $500,000. 

Several  extensive  »uow  hlides  aie  reported  in 
the  mountain  passes  of  Utah,  attended  with 
considerable  loss  of  life.  In  Little  Cottonwood 
Canon  tlie  snow  piled  up  to  the  depth  of  sev- 
enty feet,  burying  four  men. 

During  the  flood  of  the  16th  inst.,  the  liver 
at  Wilkesb«-re,  Pa.,  rose  26  feet  above  low  wa- 
ter mark,  and  all  communication  with  tue  op- 
posite side  was  cut  ott". 

Ten  convicts,  employed  at  making  brick  at 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  revolted  on  the  IHth,  and  by 
overpowering  the  guard.s,  escaped.  Eight  of 
them  were  recaptured  during  the  day. 

A  fire  at  Cairo,  Ul.,  on  the  17th  inst.,  de- 
stroyed $20,000  worth  ol  property. 

A  oonliilcntial  clerk  has  robbed  a  Boston 
milincry  house  of  $40,«-'00  in  ten  years,  and  has 
but  just  been  detected. 

Springfield,  111.,  has  been  agitated  by  the  ar 
rest  of  Abe  Smith,  a  colored  i>erson  in  the  sub 
nrbs  of  that  city,  who  is  the  leader  of  a  gang 
of  cliioken  thieves,  which  has  made  a  business 
of  supplying  the  city  hucksters  from  its  spoils 
At  Smith's  house   thirteen    barrels    of  fresh 
teathers    were     found   and  Te\M)rt  says  two 
hnndred  chickens  were  stolen  by  his  gang  in 
the  city  in  eue  night. 

The  noted  bandit,  Vasquez  was  executed  at 
San  Joee,  Cal.,  on  the  19th  inst.  He  protested 
his  innocence  ot  murdei  atwiv  time  in  his  life 
but  acknowledged  the  justice  of  the  sentence, 
because  he  was  the  leader  ol  a  murderous  band. 
lie  died  without  a  struggle. 

An  in8urre<ition  at  the  Troy  coal  mines  wa.s 
quieted  by  accreding  to  the  demands  ol  the 
miners  for  an  increase  of  wages  and  the  dis- 
charge of  negro  employees.  The  overseer  and 
the  superintendent  were  forced  to  leave  on  pain 
of  death. 

Reports  on  the  19th  inst.  from  the  scene  of 
the  eastern  floods,  were  still  more  exciting 
than  the  first  accounts.  The  whole  Wyoming 
valley  was  threatened  with  devastation  when 
the  ice  gorges  should  finally  give  way.  At 
Port  Deposit  the  water  was  from  five  to  fifteen 
teet  deep  in  the  streets.  The  entire  length  of 
Front  street,  MarietUi,  a  mile  and  a  quarter  long 
was  piled  with  ice  to  the  height  oi  thirty  and 
forty  feet.  Biidges  were  being  burned  to  pre- 
vent,  as  far  as  pc-isiblc,  further  additions  to  the 
destructive  mass  which  must  so  jii  sweep  down 
thevfUeys.  It  was  estimated  that  2000  men 
would  be  unable  to  clear  the  ice  from  the  rail- 
road track  at  Marietta  In  less  than  five  days. 

A  learlully  doetructive  tornado  passed  over 
Augusta,  Ga.,  the  other  day,  and  much  dam- 
ugewas  done.  Several  other  towns  suffered 
severely  in  loss  of  life  as  well  as  property. 

The  proi  rietor  of  Vineland,  N.  J  ,  C  K.  Lan- 
dis,  shot  and  mortally  Wounded  the  editor  of 
the  paper  published  there,  on  the  19th,  for  a 
fancied  grievance. 

A  Montreal  woman,  foity -seven  years  old, 
who  has  l-een  married  twenty-two  years,  and 
had  nine  children,  has  just  discovered  that  she 
has  no  affinity  for  her  husl^and,  and  eloped 
wtth  a  boy  not  yet  twenty. 


Advices  from  Calilornia  report  the  wheat 
crop  as  unusually  promising.  Copious  rains 
would  ensure  tlie  largest  h-irvest  ever  known 
in  the  State. 


From  Abroad. 

The  New  York  Sun  has  a  report  from  Cuba 
of  another  shocking  tragedy,  of  the  character 
for  which  that  island  has  become  noted.  It  is 
that  twenty-two  young  men  of  Culan  birth 
had  been  arrested  at  their  homes  in  Cienfuegos 
and  without  even  the  farce  or  a  trial,  shot, 
outside  the  city  waJls. 

A  great  revival  is  in  progress  in  London.  A 
dispatch  says  over  twenty  thoutaud  jjcople 
were  present  at  a  meeting  addressed  by  Revs. 
Moody  and  Sankey,  on  the  night  of  the  15th, 
and  multitudes  were  turned  away. 

The  indemnity  claims  for  the  murder  of  the 
Americans  who  were  on  board  the  Virginius, 
have  at  last  been  allowed  by  the  Spanish  gov- 
ernment. The  life  of  the  average  American  is 
in  this  treaty  fixed  at  #'J,600— black  and  white. 
The  full  amount  to  be  paid  is  $80,000. 

Advices  from  Livrrpotd  are  of  the  most  cheer 
ful  character  for  the  nortliwest.  The  wheat 
market  has  touched  bottom  and  is  now  on  the 
rising  scale  at  a  rapid  rate. 

In  the  Prussian  diet,  on  the  16th,  Prince  Bis- 
marck made  a  powerful  speech  in  which  he 
said  that  the  maxim  that  more  obedience  was 
due  to  God  than  man,  certainly  did  not  m^an 
that  more  ol)edience  was  due  to  a  Pope  mis- 
guided by  Jesuits  tlian  to  a  King.  The  govern- 
ment was  doing  its  duty  in  prt)tecting  German 
freedom  of  mind  against  Rome. 

Cabrara,  the  Cai-list  General,  has  is-sued  an 
address  in  which  he  acknowledges  Aifonzo  as 
King  and  appeals  to  the  patriotism  of  the  Carl- 
ists  in  the  country's  need  of  j  eace,  te  discon- 
tinue a  struggle  which  he  pronounces  utterly 
hopelesf.  Ctrtain  other  Carlists  pronounce 
Cabrarn  a  traitor. 

The  rush  was  so  great  to  hear  Bros.   Moody  I 
and  Sankey ,at  their  revival  meeting  in  London, 
on  the  18th,  that  people  were  crushed   in  the 
crowd,  and  there  was  some  fighting. 

Iu  the  Prussian  Landtag  the  main  clauses  of 
rt  bill  withdrawing  State  grants  Irom  R(«uan 
Catholic  Bishops  luia  been  passed  by  an  over- 
whelming vote.  Bismarck  said  it  was  the  im- 
perative duty  of  the  Slate  not  to  pay  foment- 
ora  of  insurrection.  • 

The  Hawaiian  trejity  has  be«n  amended,  al- 
most past  recognition  by  King  Kalikua  him- 
selt. 

At  the  last  University  boat  race  in  England, 
the  Oxiord  crew  beat  the  Cambridge  crew  by 
ten  lengths.

PIfttformof  Ibo  Careenfcack  Parli'. 

The  preamble  recites  that  our  govern- 
ment is  founded  upon  and  derives  its 
power  from  the  people.  Tlie  exi.<;ting 
evils  have  resulted  from  setting  party 
above  popular  interests.  These  ovils  are 
chiefly  displayed  in  our  monetary  system 
and  the  monopolies  which  it  has  engen- 
dered. This  system  being  monarchial  in 
its  principle  and  subversive  of  a  Kepubli- 
can  government,  to  resist  the  encroach- 
ment of  the  money  power,  to  stay  cor- 
ruption and  extravagance,  and  to  place 
the  control  of  the  resources  and  finances 
of  the  country  in  the  hands  of  the  peo- 
ple, it  has  become  a  duty  to  organize  an 
independent  party  on  the  following  basis, 
as  no  reliance  can  be  placed  in  existing 
parties : 

First.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  govern- 
ment to  establish  a  monetary  system 
based  on  the  faith  and  resources  of  the 
nation,  in  harmony  with  the  genius  of  the 
government,  and  adapted  to  the  indus- 
trial and  commercial  needs  of  the  coun- 
try. To  this  end  the  notes  of  all  national 
and  State  banks  should  be  withdrawn 
from  circulation,  and  paper  money  issued 
by  the  goverHment  directly  to  the  people 
in  payment  of  government  obligation.s, 
without  the  intervention  of  any  .system 
of  banking  corporations,  which  money 
shall  be  a  legal  tender  in  payment  of  all 
debts,  public  and  private,  duties  on  im- 
ports included,  except  that  portion  of  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  present  pub- 
lic debt  that  is,  by  express  terms  of  the 
law  creating  it,  made  payable  in  mctalic 
money— this  money  to  be  interchangeable 
at  the  option  of  ihe  holders  with  regis- 
tered government  bonds,  beiring  a  rate 
of  interest  i»ot  exceeding  3. 05  per  cent, 
per  annum. 

Second.  This  .system  of  finance  will, 
by  stimulating  our  industries  and  com- 
merce, soon  mako  us  the  depository  of 
the  precieus  metals  of  tlie  world. 

Third.  The  adoption  of  this  .system,  by 
furnishing  suflicicnt  money  at  interest, 
will  solve  the  question  of  cheap  transpor- 
tation, because  it  will  enable  railways 
and  the  carrying  trade  to  relieve  them- 
selves of  their  loads  of  debt,  and  lower 
rates,  and  enable  the  people  to  construct 
additional  lines  wherever  internal  com- 
merce will  require. 

Fourth.  The  course  of  the  government  . 
in  all  legislation  to  keep  in  view  a  full  de- 
velopment of  the  agricultural  and  mineral 
resources  of  the  country,  and   its    manu- 
facturing interests. 

Fifth.  The  great  interests  of  the  pro- 
ducing industry  claim  their  just  recogni- 
tion at  the  hands  of  the  government  and 
of  the  people,  and  thit  through  the  mon- 
etary sy.stcm  here  proposed,  all  these  in- 
terests can  be  fully  secured. 

Sixth.  As  the  public  domain  is  the 
rightful  heritage  of  the  people,  it  .should 
not  be  distributed  to  speculators  or  cor- 
poration.s,  but  reserved  for  actual  settlers- 
Seventh.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  govern, 
mcnt  to  equalize  the  bounties  of  soldiers, 
and  to  bring  a  speedy  sottlcmont  of  all 
other  just  claims  arising  from  the  late 
war. 

Eighth.  All  rights,  privileges  and  im- 
munities recognized  by  the  government 
should  be  based  on  citizenship,  equal 
rights  before  the  law  being  secured  by 
the  constitHtion. 

Ninth.  We  insist  upon  and  demand  se- 
vere retrenchment  and  economy  in  all 
brauches  of  public  affairs. 

Tenth.  The  rivers  and  harbors  being 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  government, 
should  be  by  it  improved  when  neces- 
sary to  the  commerce  of  the  people. 

Eleventh.  Through  the  monetary  sys- 
tem herein  proposed  there  will  be  estab- 
lished between  the  citizens  of  this  coun- 
try a  firm  and  lasting  bond  of  union,  by 
giving  a  common  interest  in  the  main 
government,  and  insuring  peace  and  pros- 
perity to  all  its  inh.ibitants. 

Tw'elfth.  All  special  privileges,  immu- 
nities and  powers  conferred  on  corpora- 
tions of  any  kind  or  nature,  are  granted 
at  the  expense  of  the  pcoplo.

In  one  of  his  letters  to  the  Boston 
Joyrnal  "Pcrley"  writes  :  4 

•  I'hanks  to  Judge  Poland,  chalrfiiti  tm 
the  committee  of  arrangements  at  t\0 
funeral  of  Mr.  Samuel  Hooper,  theA  was 
no  display  of  the  funeral  regalia  which 
has  been  hitherto  invariably  worn  at  the 
obsequies  of  a  Congressman.  For  the 
first  time  at  a  funeral  held  at  the  Capitol, 
neither  the  members  of  the  committee  of 
arraugements,  the  pall-bearers,  the  chap- 
lain, the  physician,  nor  the  mourners 
wore  scarfs  of  white  or  black  silk,  with 
rosettes  on  the  shoulders.  No  bands  of 
white  or  black  muslin  floated  from  the 
hats  uf  the  hearse  and  hack  drivers. 
Neither  was  there  a  general  distribution 
among  the  Congressmen  of  black  gloves 
accompanied  oy  an  intimation  that 
they  could  be  exchanged  for  fancy  kids 
at  the  store  where  they  had  been  pur- 
cha.«cd.  'Ihese  traditional  funeral  or- 
uamcuts  were  all  dispensed  with  by  the 
direction  of  Judge  Poland,  who  knew  the 
unostentatious  tastes  of  the  deceased, 
and  who  felt  that  he  was  doing  what 
would  have  been  acceptable  to  his  depart- 
ed (ricnd  had  he  been  consulted  in  life. 
In  the  days  of  Democratic  rule  the  ex- 
pense of  these  funeral  trappings  and 
adornments,  with  the  usual  'contingen- 
ciefci,'  often  exceeded  42.000,  and  on  one 
occasion  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  de- 
ceased Senator  amounted  to  $2,760.  Per- 
haps our  'independent'  press  friends  may 
admit  that  in  this  respect  the  Republi- 
cans have  established  a  reform. 

"At  the  commencement  of  the  present 
century  there  was  another  cla.ss  of  funer- 
al expenditures  unknown  in  this  degen- 
erate age,  for  supplies  of  creature  com- 
forts to  the  mourning  colleagues  of  the 
deceased.  Among  the  items  of  the  ac- 
caounts  presented  for  the  funeral  ex- 
penses of  the  Hon.  Francis  Malbone,  a 
Senator  from  Rhode  Isalnd,  who  died 
here  in  June,  1809,  and  whose  remains 
were  interred  in  the  Congressional  bury- 
ing ground,  are  the  following :

Cleveland    Friglitened   by  a  Scemlnff 
Eartliq.uake. 

[Cleveland,  O.,  Telegram,  March  16.] 
The  Austin  Powder  Company's  mills, 
located  near  the  canal,  five  miles  south  of 
this  city,  blew  up  this  afternoon,  with  a 
series  01  terrific  explosions.  Tho  works 
which  were  composed  of  ten  or  twelve 
buildini:s,  were  completely  demolished, 
large  fragments  of  the  timber  and  heavy 
machinery  being  thrown  a  considerable 
distance.  There  were  eight  or  ten  men  at 
work  in  and  about  the  mills  at  the  time 
of  the  explosion,  three  of  whom  were 
killed,  the  rest  escaping  with  a  few  slight 
bruises.  The  loss  to  the  powder  com- 
pany cannot  now  be  estimated,  but  it  will 
be  heavy.  The  buildings,  with  tho  ex- 
ception of  one  house,  were  of  little  value. 
The  extent  of  damage  to  the  machinery 
is  not  known.  Tne  cause  of  the  explo- 
sion will  probably  never  be  known,  as  the 
man  at  the  coining  mill,  wrhero  the  iirst 
explosion  occurred,  was  killed. 

In  the  immediate  ncighboihood  of  the 
explosion  the  houscR  were  badly  dam- 
aged, windows  broken  and  plastering  torn 
off.

Tlie   President  and   Colored    I.abor-sm 
of  Washington. 

Yesterday  evening  (March  15,)  about 
2,000  colored  laborer.*,  with  a  lew  whites, 
marched  in  procession  to  the  Executive 
Mansion,  intending,  it  is  said,  to  complain 
to  the  President  because  certain  moneys 
appropriated  by  Congress  for  the  District 
of  Columbia  had  been  paid  to  contract- 
ors instead  of  the  laborers  employed  by 
them.  The  band  on  approaching  the  por- 
tico of  the  mansion  played  "Hail  to  the 
Chief,"  when  a  committee  ef  the  laborers 
went  to  the  door,  and  through  an  attend- 
ant then  informed  the  President  of  the 
presence  of  tho  crowd.  The  attendant 
soon  returned  with  the  message,  "The 
President  desires  to  be  excused." 

The  .speaker  of  the  party,  who  has  been 
acting  as  an  attorney  for  many  of  the  la- 
borers, then  made  a  speech,  in  which  he 
said: 

"Fei-low  C1TIZE.NS :  The  President  de- 
sires to  be  excused.  In  other  words  the 
Chief  Magistrate  cannot  receive  the  la- 
borers of  tho  District  of  Columbia,  but  we 
will  acknowledge  his  mandate  and  retire. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
American  Republic  that  a  Piesident  re- 
fused to  receive  tho  delegated  authority 
of  100,000  working  men." 

The  crowd  here  cheered,  and  voices 
were  heard,  "Hit  him  again."  The 
speaker,  after  further  remarks,  moved  an 
djournmcnt  to  Judiciary  S<iuarc,  there 
0  hold  a  mass  meeting,  and  the  crowd 
moved  oft'  iu  line,  the  band  playing  "The 
wearing  of  the  green."  A  detail  of 
fifteen  police  was  ordered  to  the  Execu- 
tive Mansion,  but  there  was  no  occasion 
for  their  interference.

A     Rtibust    Kentucky    Tleiv 
Scandal. 

[From  the  Louisville  Courier- Journal.] 
Really,  there  is  little  more  to  be  said 
cither  for  or  ajrainst  Mr.  Beeeher.  That 
he  is  guilty  is  proven  by  a  mountain  o 
evidence;  that  he  is  innocent  rests  upon 
the  word  of  himself  and  his  paramour.  In 
casting  up  the  score,  however,  it  behooves 
us  to  be  liberal. 

Tilton  deserves  all  he  has  got  for  his 
folly.  Mrs.  Tilton  is  a  sublimated  jack- 
ass in  female  attire.  The  question  that 
ought  to  perplex  us  relates  to  the  degree 
of  the  pastor's  guilt;  how  greatly  was  he 
tempted;  how  far  was  he  justified  in  ig- 
noring Tilton  ;  how  large  or  small  rela- 
tion does  this  particular  embarrassment 
hold  toward  the  general  tenor  of  his  life. 
Is  Mr.  Beeeher  a  life-long  debauchee — a 
lecherous  mackerel  caught  at  last  upon  a 
pin-hook — or  is  he  tho  gallant  of  an  epi- 
sode, the  victim  of  a  ridiculous  affection 
for  a  wax-doll  ? 

The  wisest  and  strongest  of  men  have 
succumbed  to  the  most  artificial  feminine 
wiles.  Your  strapping  wench,  however 
comely,  rarely  exercises  any  substantial 
or  lasting  power.  The  woman  who  brings 
herself  and  her  hero  to  the  block  is  usual- 
ly a  fidgety,  light-headed  fool,  frivolous 
and  kawdusty,  with  a  turn  for  tiirting;  iu 
short,  an  artful  liar,  who  dupes  by  a  spe- 
cies of  sentimental  simpering  very  potent 
with  ardent,  credulou.s,  conceited,  vain 
and  imaginative  manly  natures.  There 
is  such  a  thing  as  being  "too  sweet,"  and 
this  seems  to  be  Mrs.  Tilton's  virtue.  She 
is  obviously  a  cunning  little  dowdy,  with 
the  trick  of  innocence.  In  person  a 
Becky  Sharp  and  in  character  a  Lizzie 
Greystock — not  possessing  any  of  the 
talents  of  Thackeray's  heroine  nor  any 
of  the  beauty  of  Trollope's — .she  seems  to 
have  taken  Mr.  Beeeher  in  and  done  for 
him  by  the  sheer  force  of  his  weakness. 
Men  are  such  fools,  and,  unluckily,  the 
better  a  man  ir,  the  bigger  the  fool  he  is 
likely  to  be;  for,  where  women  are  con- 
cerned, if  a  man  is  not  a  fool,  he  is 
generally  a  villain.  In  a  liaison  somebody 
must  be  deceived  ;  often  enough  it  is  the 
libertino ;  rarely  the  wife.  ISIu  knows 
what  she  is  about  from  the  first.  Now 
and  then  she  has  the  excuse  of  cruel 
treatment  at  home,  producing  desperation 
and  that  sense  of  rocklessness  whi.h 
drives  both  men  and  women  to  irresponsi- 
ble actions.  In  any  event  she  proceeds 
with  her  eyes  open  and  has  no  right  to 
complain  of  the  consequences.  In  an 
aft'air  between  a  man  and  a  married 
woman  the  true  claimant  for  commisera- 
tion is  the  man,  not  the  woman.  It  al- 
lows an  innocent  young  girl,  duped  and 
seduced,  to  go  headlong  to  the  devil, 
leaving  the  scoundrel  who  has  betrayed 
her  to  cut  and  come  again,  whilst  it  visits 
upon  the  victim  of  somebody  else's  wife 
its  severest  condemnation. 

Thus  Beeeher  is  execrated  less  for  dis- 
gracing religion,  less  for  dragging  his 
clerical  office  through  the  mire,  less  for 
violating  a  commandment  of  God,  than 
for  cuckolding  Tilton.  His  actual  offense 
is  in  hypocrisy.  Mrs.  Moulton'g  intui- 
tions, the  intuitions  of  his  own  sister, 
were  right.  He  should  have  gone  before 
his  people  and  made  a  clean  breast  of  it, 
and  then — having  purified  himself  by  an 
honest  confession— he  should  have  set  a 
glorious  and  impressive  example  to  the 
world  by  Wowing  his  brains  out  in  the 
presence  of  his  congregation.  lie  is  a 
sensational  preacher,  and  that  would  have 
been  a  sensation  to  some  purpose,  as  well : 
as  a  fitting  close  to  his  career.  All  of  us 
have  but  one  time  to  die.  The  right  to 
take  one's  own  life  is  a  blessed 
right  given  by  our  Creator  to  each  of  us. 
And,  when  a  man  can  pick  a  good  chance 
to  die.  why  should  he  not  adopt  it?  Per- 
haps Mr.  Beeeher  will  yet  carry  out  this, 
the  last,  best  use  he  can  put  himself  to. 
Perhaps  he  has  an  insane  notion  of  vindi- 
catinjj  Mrs.  Tilton,  before  he  puts  an  end 
to  his  existence  by  his  most  preper  hand. 
He  ha.'!  made  a  mistake,  however.  He 
hasdela>ed  too  long,  lie  has  lost  his 
opportunity. 

As  for  Mrs.  Tilton.  she  has  not  sense  or 
sensibility  enough  to  be  much  hurt.  Her 
poor  little  creature  comforts  will  be  pro- 
vided for,  and  beyond  those  we  need  not 
interest  ourselves.  She  is  merely  con- 
temptible. If  they  should  put  her  into 
the  witness  box  she  would  convict  herself 
and  Beecfier  without  recourse  and  within 
a  single  examination.

Dastardly    Attempt  at  Assassination. 

(From  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch,  March  !».)  - 
'Ihe  Dispatch  is  again  called  to  record 
a  most  daring  attempt  at  assassination, 
in  which  a  farmer  living  near  Cottage 
Grove,  some  fifteen  miles  from  this  city, 
named  William  Armstrong,  is  the 
victim,  suffering  severe,  and  per- 
haps fatal,  injuries.  The  mo- 
tive, from  the  meagre  information  re- 
ceived of  the  terrible  affair,  seems  to  have 
been  robbery,  coupled  ^with  a  feeling  of 
revenge  from  a  financial  injury  sustained 
by  the  villiin  at  the  hands  of  Mr.  Arm- 
strong. 

It  appears  that  one  Peter  Duchaune, 
has  been  iu  the  employ  of  Mr.  Armstrong 
for  the  past  three  weeks.  Night  before 
last  he  WKS  discharged.  Where  Du- 
chaune spent  that  night  is  not  now 
known,  but  yesterday  mornbg  he  came 
to  this  city,  returning  to  Armstrong's  in 
the  afternoon,  reaching  there  in  the  even- 
ing. Upon  arriving  at  the 
house,  Duchaune  entered  the 
room  where  Mr.  Armstrong  and  wfife  were 
sitting  and  demanded  to  be  allowed  to 
stay  all  night.  '1  his  was  refused,  when 
Duchaune  demanded  $100  of  Armstrong, 
declaring  that  he  would  have  it  by  some 
means  fair  or  foul  before  he  left  the  house. 
Armstrong  refused  to  hand  over  the  hun- 
dred dollars  as  demanded,  but  after  a  lit- 
tle time  spent  in  expostulating  with 
Duchaune,  and  further  threats  on  his 
part,  did  give  him  $25. 

This  money  in  Duchaune's  hand  the 
villain  picked  up  a  monkey-wrench  lying 
on  the  floor,  and  aimed  a  murderous  blow 
at  Armstrong,  taking  efl'ect  on  the  head 
and  knocking  him  down.  With  that  Mrs. 
Armstroni;  attacked  the  villain,  in  which 
she  was  joined  by  her  husband  as  soon 
as  he  could  recover  his  feet.  Then  com- 
menced a  desperate  fight  between  them 
for  the  possession  of  the  monkey-wrench, 
Armstrong  and  his  wife  succeeding  in  get- 
ving  it  away  from  the  villain  for 
a  brief  space  of  time,  only 
to  lose         possession  of  it 

again.  Once  more  armed  with 
his  terrible  weapon  Duchaune  broke  away 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Armstrong,  and  sum- 
moning all  his  strength,  struck  Mr.  Arm- 
strong a  fearful  blow  on  the  head,  knock- 
ing him  senseless. 

Mrs.  Armstrong,  seeing  her  husband 
powerless,  started  to  run,  and  succeedcp 
in  making  her  escape  from  the  room  by 
jumping  through  a  back  window.  Once 
outside  she  at  once  commenced  crying 
murder,  which  fortunately  attracted  the 
attention  of  three  neighbors  near  by,  who 
made  all  haste  in  going  to  her  assistance, 
the  villain  meantime  nrakinghis  escape 
in  an  opposite  direction. 

The  neighbors  learning  the  particulars 
of  the  murderous  deed,  at  once  armed 
themselves  with  shot  guns  and  started  in 
pursuit  of  Duchaune,  tracking  him  to  a 
saloon  .some  two  miles  distant,  where  the 
trace  was  lost.  In  answer  to  inquiries,  the 
saloon-keeper  said  no  such  man  had  been 
there,  and  a  visit  was  made  to  another  sa- 
loon a  short  distance  away,  but  without 
finding  the  object  of  their  search. 
On  returning  to  the  first  saloon 
the  keepor  informed  the  party  that  such 
a  man  as  they  described  had  come  in  soon 
after  they  left  before,  and  in  answer  to  his 
inquiries,  had  told  him  that  "old  man 
Armstrong  and  wife  had  assaulted  him 
but  that  he  succeeded  in  knocking  the 
old  man  down  and  making  his  escape," 
after  which  he  left,  going  iu  the  direction 
of  St.  Paul. 

The  party  again  took  tho  trail,  follow- 
ing Duchaune  to  within  two  miles  of  this 
city,  where  they  lost  the  track. 

Being  unable  to  recover  the  trail  the 
pursuing  party  came  into  the  city, reported 
at  police  headquarters,  and  Sergeant 
Clark  and  Officer  Casey  were  detailed  to 
search  the  city  for  Duchaune.  This  search 
has  been  kept  up  all  day,  but  no  trace  has 
yet  been  found  of  the  villain. 


and  Armstrong,  the  latter  a  cousin  of  the 
wounded  man,  arrived  at  the  house  and 
found  that  Mr.  Armstrong  had  revived, 
but  was  so  weak  that  he  coald  not  lend 
them  any  assistance  in  the  pursuit. 

The  parties,   after   arming   themselves 
started    off  in    pursuit    and    traded  the 
ruffian  to  the  house  of   Jako  Ingleberg, 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  from   Mr.   Arm- 
strong's house.      Here   they  ascertained 
Duchaune  had  stopped   for  a  short   time, 
but  had  left  at  ten    o'clock.      They    then 
went  on  about  two    miles    farther    to    a  j 
saloon  and  made  inquiries  as  to   whether  | 
he  had  been  there  or  not,    and    was    in-  I 
formed  they  had  not    seen    him.       They  I 
then  took  the  back  track  and  took   up   a 
new  trail  until  they  struck    fresh  tracLs 
in  tho  snow,    which    were    unmistakably 
4hot)e  of  Duchuane.    which    tracks    they 
followed  until  they  reached  the    house  of 
Mr.  U.  F.  Folsom,  when  they  knocked  to 
obtain  that  gentleman's  a.5sistapce  in  the 
search,  hut  he  was  in  St.  Paul,  and  they 
again  took  up  the  trail,   which   they   fol- 
lowed for  about   eight   miles   until   they 
reached  the  forks  of  the  Hudson,  St.  Paul 
and  Point  Douglas  roads.     Here  the  trail 
was  lost,  and  an  ineffectual   attempt  was 
made  to    recover    it.     Not    thinking    it 
necessary  to  waste  any  further  time,  they 
came  on  to  this  city,  where  they  detailed 
the  facts  at  police  headquarters. 

Duchaune  is  described  as  a  man  between 
28  and  30  years  old,  five  feot  five  inches  in 
height,  with  light  hair  and  light  moustache 
and  had  on  a  black  felt  hat  and  a  suit  of 
blue  clothes.  He  is  a  German  by  birth 
and  will  probably  endeavor  to  make  his 
way  back  to  Chicago. 

Sir.  Folsom  states  that  Mrs.  Arm- 
strong's injuries  are  much  more  severe 
than  those  of  her  husband,  but  that  there 
is  at  present  no  danger  of  thoir  terminat- 
ing fatally. 

An  absurd  rumor  prevailed  throughout 
the  city  this  morning  that  the  injured 
man  was  a  brother  of  Albert  Armstrong, 
Clerk  of  the  Court,  but  there  is  no  rela- 
tionship whatever  between  the  parties.

He 
lectured  before  a    similar    audience    tho 
next  day  in    the  college  chapel,  on   the 
same  subject.     I  heard  he  was   requested 
to  repeat  his  lecture  by   the   officers   and 
faculty.     I  heard  that  the  students  passed 
resolutions  of  thanks  to  Tilton  for  his  lec- 
ture.    I  did  not   attend   the   .second   lec- 
ture,   because  I  was   disgusted    with   the 
first.       I  was  a   member   of    the   faculty 
then,   and   continued   there   six  or  seven 
months,  when  I  resigned   in   consequence 
of  persecutions  I  received  for  tho  action  I 
took  the  night  of  Tilton's  lecture.     I  was 
requested  to  resign.

Since  writing  the  above,  H.  F.  Folsom, 
James  Nolan,  George  A.  L.  Shaw  and 
Thomas  Armstrong,  tho  latter  three  gen- 
tlemen being  the  parties  who  pui-sued  the 
assassin,  have  furnished  us  the  following 
particulars: 

Duchaune  came  to  this  city  about  three 
months  ago  from  Chicago,  and   obtained 
work  with  Mr.  Armstrong  on  his  farm  at 
Oakdalc,  about  ten  miles  from   this  city. 
He  stayed  there  from   that    time  until 
about  four  days  ago,  when  he  expressed  a 
wish  to  go  over  to  Stillwater.     Mr.  Aim- 
strong,  having  becomcHircd  of  him,  con- 
cluded he  did  not  want   his   services  any 
longer,  and  told  him  so,  at  the  same  time 
paying  him  what  he  was  entitled  to.     He 
went  away,  leaving  his  trunk  behind  him 
and      came       to      this      city,       where 
he  remained  for  two  or  three  hours.     He 
left  sometime  in  the  afternoon  in  company 
with  two  men  and  \  team,  bound  for  Cot- 
tage Grove.     At  a  short  distance  from  the 
city  the  team  got  stuck   in  a   snow  bank 
and  Duchaune  refused  to  assist  them  in 
getting  it  out,  so  he  started  on   foot    and 
reached  Armstrong's  house  at  just  about 
dark.        At    the    time,  Mr.    Armstrong 
was  alone  in  the  house,   his   wife   having 
gone  out  for  a  few  minutes.       He   imme- 
diately cemmenced  abusing  Mr.    A.,  who 
is  a  man  about  45  years   of    age,    rati  er 
weak  and  somewhat   sickly,   and   during 
the  altercation  seized  a  monkey   wrench 
which  was  in  the  apartment  and  struck  him 
on  the  head  with  it,  knocking  him  down. 
Mrs.  A.  being  alarmed  at  the   noise,    en- 
tered the  house,  and  seeing   the   state   of 
affairs,  took  out  a   pockei-book,  contain- 
ing |20,  and  gaye  it  to  the  ruftian,   asking 
him  to  go  away  quietly.     He  replied  that 
he  would  murder  both    of  them   if  they 
d;d  not  give  him  SIOO,     Mrs.   Armstrong 
replied  that  was  all  the  money    she   had. 
Mr.  Armstrong,  who  had   in    the   mean- 
time recovered,  attacked  the  would-be  as- 
sassin, and  assisted  by  his  wife,  got   the 
wrench  away  from  him  and  gave  him  two 
blows  with  it,  one  on    the  head   and   the 
other  on  the  hand.     Duchaune,  however, 
repossessed    himself  of  the  weapon   and 
struck     Mrs.     Armstrong     two      fearful 
blows    on      the      head,       one      cutting 
the    scalp      for      two      and      a      half 
inches,  and   another  which    bruised   the 
head.   She  fell  insensible  on  the  floor,  and 
he  then  knocked  her  husband  down  again. 
Picking  up  a  round  felt  hat  which  lay  on 
the  table,  he  left  the  cap   which   he   had 
been  wearing  behind  him  and  left.    Mrs. 
Armstrong  recovered  in  a  few  minutes, 
and  getting  out  of  a  window,  proceeded 
to  alarm  the  neighbors. 
In  a  short  time,  Messrs.   Nolan,   Shaw 


After  recess  Mrs.    Mitchell's   cross-ex- 
amination  was   continued    by     ex-Judge 
Fullerton.     She  testified  :  The    secretary 
in  the  other  room  was  shut  as  a   g<?neral 
rule,  but  1  do  not   remember  if  I   saw  it 
open  while  I  was  there  in  December,  1870.

Cannot   tell    what   day  it  was 
that  Tilton  read  to  his  wife.     I   left   the 
room  voluntarily,  without  being  request- 
ed, and  went   through  the  folding  doors 
into   the  adjoining  room,  and  Tilton  clos- 
ed the  doors  ;  did  not  hear  his  voice,  but 
saw  a  book  in  his  hand.     Do  not  remem- 
ber the  name  of  it.     In  his   former  visits 
to  her  he  read    to   her,  and  he  requested 
me   to  leave   the   room.     1  can't  fix  the 
time   of    night    when     Tilton     returned 
after         Beecher's       call.         When     he 
returned  that  night  I  had  not  gone  to  my 
own  room,  but  was  in  Mrs.  Tilton's  room. 
I  told  Mrs.  Tilton  Mr.  Beeeher  wLshed  to 
see  her  when  he  called,  and    I    don't    re- 
member that  .she  made  any  reply.    I  have 
no  way  of  fixing  the  time    of  Tilton's  re- 
turn that  night.      I  was  awakened  by  his 
whispering      to      his      wife,     and     told 
him     this     would      never      do.       About 
half  an  hour  after  I  left  the  room  occupied 
by  Mrs.  Tilton  and  went  into  the   study. 
Tilton  came  there  after  about  an  hour.     I 
don't  think  any  person  suggested  my  re- 
turn to  Mrs.  Tilton's  room.    1  heard   the 
sound  of  conversation  going   on    iu    Mrs. 
Tilton's  room,  but  could  not  distinguish 
tho  words  used.     I    heard  Mrs.   Tilton's 
voice      as      though    used    in     eptreaty. 
She   was   speaking    in    a   loud    tone.     I 
thought  it  was  an  angry  one,  because   it 
was  loud.      I  determined  the  character  of 
her  voice  from  its    sound    and    loudness. 
Mrs.  Tilton  was  feeble    in    strength  when 
I  went  there,  but   improved   after   I   had 
been  there  a  little.     She  improved  by  the 
Saturday  after  I  got   there,  but    was  not 
able  to  sit  up  in  a  chair   in  the   room.     If 
she  did  I  don't   remember    it.       I    went 
away  Monday,  January  2,  and  left   her  in 
her  bed.     Have  made  friendly  calls  since. 
Was  there  at  service.      Tilton  invariably 
treated   Mrs.    T.    with   kindness    in  my 
presence,  so  far  as  I  observed. 

The  night  Beeeher  called  Mrs.  Tilton 
was  very  weak  and  low,  and  had  been 
so  more  or  less  during  that  day.  Do  not 
remember  any  other  person  calling  there 
that  week.  When  I  went  down  stairs  and 
left  them  I  did  not  think  to  tell  Mr. 
Beeeher  what  the  doctor  said  about  keep- 
ing Mrs.  Tilton  quiet.  Do  not  remember 
what  condition  she  was  in  after  Mr. 
Beeeher  went  away  and  I  went  up  to  her 
room.  I  suppo.se  1  must  have  had  some 
anxiety  during  my  absence  of  about  an 
hour  from  the  room,  but  I  can't  recall 
what  her  condition  was  when  I  returned. 
I  did  not  observe  if  she  was  crying.

John  L.  Gay  testified  :  I  reside  in 
Bloomington,  Indiana,  and  havo  done  so 
for  three  years.

Also 
resided  in  North  Carolina,  and  also  in  this 
countv.  Am  a  clergyman  for  thirty 
years.

He  said  to  his  audience  that  he  would  not 
permit  the  State  to  interfere  or  regulate 
the  formation  of  the  relation  between  the 
sexes,  and  if  he  could  have  his  way  he 
would  crush  the  State  and  the  church  too. 
He  said  if  any  two  of  you  love  each  oth- 
er, and  promise  to  be  faitliful  to  each 
other,  that  vow  makes  you  one  without 
the  intervention  of  a  priest.  He  said  that 
as  they  came  together  without  formality, 
on  their  mere  desire,  without  church  or 
State,  they  could  .separate  in  the  same 
way.

Two  boys  at  work  in  a  coal  screen  near 
Scranton,  Pa.,  were  caught  in  the  machinery 
and  crufiiie^fl  to  death,  their  heads  and  arms 
being  severed  from  their  bodies. 

At  Indianapolis  la^t  week  a  brute  named 
Lewis  Bishop  cut  his  wife's  throat  l-eoauoe  she 
refused  to  live  with  him.  On  the  same  day  a 
woman  in  Conneeticut  killed  her  two  children 
In  llie  same  manner,  and  then  committed  sui- 
cide with  the  same  knife. 

A  Ku  Klux  paity  has  been  arrested  in  Ken- 
tucky, charged  with  numerous  murders  and 
other  crimes,  in  Todd  county,    and  a  com- 


pany of  militia  sent  there  to  preserve  the  pub- 
lic peace  and  protect  the  authorities  in  the  tii- 
uls,  against  expected  elloits  for  their  release. 

"Three  large  and  costly  railroad  bridges  sp'in- 
ning  the  Susquelianna  river  near  Pittston,  Pa., 
were  swept  away  by  the  flood  in  that  river,  on 
the  16th  in.st.  At  Poit  Jervis  hundreds  of 
nouses  were  partly  submerged  but  no  lives  lost. 
loe  piled  up  to  the  hight  of  thirty  feet,  dam- 
log  up  the  flood,  and  but  for  the  timely  use  of 
niiro  glycerine  there  woul  I  doubtless  have 
been  terrible  destruction  ot  lilip. 

A  tornado  pa.sbed  over  the  the  town  of  Rich- 
mond, S.  C,  on  the  ICth  iurt.,  blowing  down 
buildings  and  killing  several  people.  Trees 
were  torn  up  by  the  roots  and  twisted  into 
splinters. 

Th«  dauia!,'e  to  western  railr  lads  by  snow, 
this  winter,  is  estimated  at  i|500,000. 

Several  extensive  «uow  slides  are  reported  in 
the  mountauv  pus.ses  of  Utah,  attended  with 
considerable  losKol  life.  In  Little  Cottonwood 
Canon  the  snow  piled  up  to  the  depth  of  sev- 
enty feet,  burying  lour  men. 

During  the  flood  of  the  16th  inst.,  the  river 
at  Wilkesbwre,  Pa.,  rose  i!6  feet  above  low  wa- 
ter mark,  and  all  commuuic.ition  with  tUe  uy*- 
posite  side  was  cut  ott'. 

Ten  convicts,  employed  at  making  brick  at 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  revolted  on  the  IHth,  ajul  l>y 
overpowering  the  guards,  escaped.  Eight  of 
them  were  recaptured  during  the  day. 

A  fire  at  Cairo,  111.,  on  the  17t!i  inst.,  de- 
stroyed |i0,000  worth  ol  property. 

A  oontidcntial  clerk  has  robbed  a  Boston 
milinery  bouse  of  540,<'00  in  ten  years,  and  haa 
but  Just  been  detected. 

Springliekl,  111.,  has  lieen  agitated  by  the  ar 
rest  of  Abe  Smith,  a  colored  jierson  in  the  sub 
v.rhs  of  that  city,  who  is  the  leader  ol  a  gang 
of  chicken  thieves,  which  has  made  a  business 
of  supplying  the  city  hucksters  trom  its  spoils 
At  Smith's  house   thirteen    barrels    of  tresh 
leathers     were     found    and  report  «iys  two 
hundred  chickens  were  stolen  by  his  gang  iu 
the  city  in  eue  uight. 

The  noted  bandit,  Vasquez  was  execul^d  at 
San  Joee,  Cal.,  on  the  I9th  inst.  He  protested 
his  innocence  ol  raurdei  at  any  time  in  his  life 
but  acknowledged  the  justice  of  the  sentence, 
because  he  was  the  leader  ol  a  murderous  band. 
lie  died  without  a  struggle. 

An  insurre<tion  at  the  Troy  coal  mines  wa.s 
quieted  by  accceding  to  the  demands  of  the 
miners  for  an  increase  of  wages  and  the  dis- 
charge of  negro  employees.  The  overseer  and 
the  superintendent  were  forced  to  leave  on  pam 
of  death. 

Reports  on  tlie  I9th  inst.  from  the  scene  of 
the  eastern  floods,  were  still  more  exciting 
than  the  first  accounts.  The  whole  Wyoming 
valley  was  threatened  with  devastation  when 
the  ice  gorges  should  finally  give  way.  At 
Port  Deposit  the  water  was  from  five  to  fifteen 
teet  deep  in  the  streets.  The  entire  length  ot 
Front  f*treet,  MarietU,  a  mile  and  a  quarter  long 
was  piled  with  ice  to  the  height  of  thirty  and 
Jorty  feet.  Bridges  were  being  burned  to  pre- 
vent, as  far  as  vo.-^sihle,  further  additions  to  the 
destructive  mass  which  nuist  so:,n  sweep  down 
the  valleys.  It  was  estimated  that  2000  men 
would  be  unable  to  clear  tiie  ice  from  the  rail- 
road Irack  at  Marietta  in  less  than  five  day-*. 

A  lear I  ully  destructive  tornado  pas.sed  over 
Augusta,  Ga.,  the  other  day,  and  much  dam- 
age was  done.  Several  other  towns  suflered 
Bcverely  in  loss  of  life  as  well  as  proi)erty. 

The  proi  rietor  ol  Vineland,  N.  J  ,  C  K.  Lan- 
dis,  shot  and  mortally  wounded  the  editor  of 
the  paper  published  there,  on  the  19th,  for  a 
fancied  grievance.

A 'grand  reunion  of  the  volunteers  of  the 
war  is  to  be  held  in  Chicago,  under  the  auspic- 
es of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  on  the 
12th,  latii  and  14t.i  of  May.  Prpp»irutii.ns  are 
in  progress  to  mak  it  a  reunion  on  the  grand- 
est scale.

Neither  was  there  a  general  distribution 
among  the  Congressmen  of  black  gloves 
accompanied  oy  an  intimation  that 
they  could  be  exchanged  for  fancy  kids 
Hi  the  store  where  they  had  been  pur- 
chafed.  'Ihese  traditional  funeral  or- 
naments were  all  dispensed  with  by  the 
direction  of  Judge  Poland,  who  knew  the 
unostentatious  tastes  of  the  deceased, 
and  who  felt  that  he  was  doing  what 
would  have  been  acceptable  to  his  depart- 
ed friend  had  he  been  consulted  in  life. 
In  the  days  of  Democratic  rule  the  ex- 
pense of  these  funeral  trappings  and 
adornments,  with  the  usual  'contingen- 
cies,' often  exceeded  S2.0UU,  and  on  one 
occasion  the  funeral  expen.ses  of  a  de- 
ceased Senator  amounted  to  $2,760.

i  he  New  York  Sun  luis  a  report  fmrn  Cuba 
of  another  shocking  tragedy,  of  the  character 
for  which  that  island  haa  become  noted.  It  is 
that  twenty-two  yoiuig  men  ot  Cuban  birth 
had  been  arrested  at  their  homes  in  Cienfnegos 
and  without  even  the  larce  or  a  trial,  shot, 
outside  the  city  wa!ls. 

A  great  revival  is  in  progress  in  London.  A 
di.spatch  says  over  twenty  thousand  i>eople 
were  present  at  a  meeting  addressed  by  Revs. 
Mootly  and  Sankey,  on  the  night  of  the  15th, 
and  multitudes  weie  turned  awijy. 

The  indemnity  claims  for  the  murder  of  the 
Amerioins  who  were  on  board  the  Virginius, 
have  at  la"«t  been  allowed  by  the  Siwnish  gov- 
ernment. The  life  of  the  average  American  is 
in  this  treaty  fixed  at  »2,60O— black  and  white. 
The  full  amount  to  be  paid  is  $80,000. 

Advices  from  Liv«  rpo<d  are  of  the  most  cheer 
ful  character  for  the  northwest.

05  per  cent, 
per  annum. 

Second.  This  .system  of  finance  will, 
by  stimulating  our  industries  and  com- 
nierce,  soon  make  us  tbo  depository  of 
the  precious  metals  of  tlie  world. 

Third.  The  adoption  of  this  .'system,  by 
furnishing  sulhcicnt  money  at  interest, 
will  «o!ve  the  question  of  cheap  transpor- 
tation, because  it  will  enable  railways 
aud  the  carrying  trade  to  relieve  them- 
selves of  their  loads  of  debt,  and  lower 
rates,  and  enable  the  people  to  construct 
additional  lines  wherever  internal  com- 
merce will  require. 

Fourth.  The  course  of  the  government 
in  all  legislation  to  keep  in  view  a  full  de- 
velopment of  the  agricultural  and  mineral 
resources  of  the  country,  and  its  manu- 
facturing interests. 

Fifth.  The  great  interests  of  the  pro- 
ducing industry  claim  their  just  recogni- 
tion at  the  hands  of  the  government  and 
of  the  jicople,  and  tint  through  the  mon- 
etary system  here  proposed,  all  these  in- 
terests can  be  fully  secured. 

Sixth.  As  the  public  domain  is  the 
rightful  heritage  of  the  people,  it  should 
not  be  distributed  to  speculators  or  cor- 
poration.s,  but  reserved  for  actual  settlers- 
Seventh.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  govern, 
ment  to  equalize  the  bounties  of  soldiers, 
and  to  bring  a  speedy  settlement  of  all 
other  just  claims  arising  from  the  latu 
war. 

Eighth.  All  rights,  privileges  and  im- 
munities recognized  by  the  government 
should  be  based  on  citizenship,  equal 
rights  before  the  law  being  secured  by 
the  constitution. 

Ninth.  We  insist  upon  and  demand  se- 
vere retrenchment  and  econ«»my  in  all 
branches  of  public  affairs. 

Tenth.  Thcri\ers  and  harbors  bcin;: 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  government, 
should  be  by  it  improved  when  neces- 
sary to  the  commerce  of  the  people. 

Eleventh.  Through  the  monetary  sys- 
tem herein  proposed  there  will  be  estab- 
lished between  the  citizens  of  this  coun- 
try a  firm  and  lasting  bond  of  union,  by 
giving  a  common  interest  in  the  main 
government,  and  insuring  peace  and  pros- 
perity to  all  its  inhabitants. 

Twelfth.  All  special  privileges,  immu- 
nities and  powers  conferred  on  corpora- 
tions of  any  kind  or  nature,  are  <;ranted 
at  the  expen.sr  of  the  people.

The  wi.sest  and  atrongest  of  men  have 
succumbed  to  the  most  artificial  feminine 
wiles.  Your  strapping  wench,  howavcr 
comely,  rarely  exercises  any  substantial 
or  lasting  power.  The  woman  who  brings 
herself  and  her  hero  to  the  block  is  usual- 
ly a  lidj^cty,  light-headed  fool,  frivolous 
and  ^awdusty,  Mith  a  turn  for  tiirtiug;  iu 
short,  an  artful  liar,  who  dupes  by  a  spe- 
cies of  .sentimental  simpering  very  potent 
with  ardent,  credulou.s,  conceited,  vain 
and  imaginative  manly  natures.  There 
is  such  a  thing  as  being  "too  sweet,"  and 
this  .seems  to  be  Mrs.  Tilton's  virtue.

It  appears  that  one  Peter  Duchauue, 
has  been  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Armstrong 
for  the  past  three  weeks.  Night  before 
last  he  was  discharged.  Where  Du- 
chauue spent  that  night  is  not  now 
known,  but  yesterday  morning  he  came 
to  this  city,  returning  to  Armstrong's  in 
the  afternoon,  reaching  there  iu  the  even- 
ing. Upon  arriving  at  the 
house,  Duchaune  entered  the 
room  where  Mr.  Armstrong  and  wfife  were 
sitting  and  demanded  to  be  allowed  to 
stay  all  night.  '1  his  was  refused,  when 
Duchaune  demanded  $100  of  Armstrong, 
declaring  that  he  would  have  it  by  some 
means  fair  or  foul  l>efore  he  left  the  house. 
Armstrong  refused  to  hand  over  the  hun- 
dred dollars  as  demanded,  but  after  a  lit- 
tle time  spent  in  expostulating  with 
Duchaune,  and  further  threats  on  his 
part,  did  give  him  S25. 

This  money  in  Duchaunc's  hand  the 
villain  picked  up  a  monkey-wrench  lying 
on  the  floor,  and  aimed  a  murderous  blow 
at  Armstrong,  taking  effect  on  the  head 
aud  knocking  him  down.  With  that  Mrs. 
Armstrong  attacked  the  villain,  in  which 
she  was  joined  by  her  husband  as  soon 
as  he  could  recover  his  feet.  Then  com- 
menced a  desperate  fight  between  them 
for  the  possession  of  the  monkey-wrench, 
Armstrong  and  his  wife  succeeding  in  gel- 
ving  it  away  from  the  villain  for 
a  brief  space  of  time,  only 
to  lose         possession  of  it 

again.  Once  more  armed  with 
his  terrible  weapon  Duchaune  broke  away 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Armstrong,  and  sum- 
moning all  his  strength,  struck  Mr.  Arm- 
strong a  fearful  blow  on  the  head,  knock- 
ing him  senseless. 

Mrs.  Armstrong,  .seeing  her  husband 
powerless,  started  to  run,  and  succeedcp 
in  making  her  escape  from  the  room  by 
jumping  through  a  back  window.  Once 
outside  she  at  once  commenced  crying 
murder,  which  fortunately  attracted  the 
attention  of  three  neighbors  near  by,  who 
made  all  haste  in  going  to  her  assistance, 
the  villain  meantime  nakinghis  escaj>e 
in  an  opposite  direction. 

The  neighbors  learning  the  particulars 
of  the  murderous  deed,  at  once  armed 
themselves  with  shot  guns  and  started  in 
pursuit  of  Duchaune,  tracking  him  to  a 
saloon  .'ionie  two  miles  distant,  where  the 
trace  was  lost.  In  answer  to  inquiries,  the 
saloon-keeper  said  no  such  man  had  been 
there,  and  a  visit  was  made  to  another  sa- 
loon a  short  distance  away,  but  without 
finding  the  object  of  their  .search. 
On  returning  to  the  first  saloon 
the  keepar  informed  the  party  that  such 
a  man  as  they  described  had  come  iu  soon 
after  they  left  before,  and  in  answer  to  his 
inquiries,  had  told  him  that  "old  man 
Armstrong  and  wife  had  assaulted  him 
but  that  he  succeeded  in  knocking  the 
old  man  down  and  making  his  e.scape," 
after  which  he  left,  going  in  the  direction 
of  St.  Paul. 

The  party  again  took  the  trail,  follow- 
ing Duchaune  to  within  two  miles  of  (his 
city,  where  they  lost  the  track. 

Being  unable  to  recover  the  trail  th  e 
pursuing  party  came  into  the  city,reportcd 
at  police  headquarters,  and  Sergeant 
Clark  and  Officer  Casey  were  detailed  to 
search  the  city  for  Duchaune.  This  .search 
has  been  kept  up  all  day,  but  no  trace  has 
yet  been  found  of  the  villain. 


and  Armstrong,  the  latter  a  cousin  of  tbe 
wounded  man,  arrived  at  the  house  and 
found  that  Mr.  Armstrong  had  revived, 
but  was  so  weak  that  he  could  not  lend 
ihcm  any  assistance  in  the  pursuit. 

The  parties,   after   arming   themselves 
started    off  in    pursuit    and    traced  the 
ruffian  to  the  house   of    Jake  Ingleberg, 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  from   Mr.   Arm-  ' 
strong's  house.      Here   they   a.sccrtained 
Duchaune  had  stopped   for  a  short    time, 
but  had  left  at  ten    o'clock.      They    then 
went  on  about  two    miles    farther    to    a 
saloon  and  made  inquiries  as  to    whether 
he  had  been  there  or  not,    and    was    in- 
formed they  had  not    seen    him.       They 
then  took  the  back  track  and  took   up   a 
new  trail  until  they  struck    fresh   tracks 
in  the  snow,    which    were    unmistakably 
these  of  Duchuane,    which    tracks    they 
followed  until  they  reached  the   house  of 
Mr.  U.  F.  Folsom,  when  they  knocked   to 
obtain  that  gentleman's  assistance  in  the 
search,  but  he  was  in  St.  Paul,   and  they 
again  took  up  the  trail,   which    they   fol- 
lowed for  about   eight   miles   until   they 
reached  the  iorks  of  the  Hudson,  St.  Paul 
and  Point  Douglas  roads.     Here  the  trail 
was  lost,  and  an  ineffectual    attempt   vras 
made  to    recover    it.     Not    thinking    it 
necessary  to  waste  any  further  lime,  they 
came  on  to  this  city,  where  they  detailed 
the  facts  at  police  headquarters. 

Duchaune  is  described  as  a  man  between 
28  and  30  years  old,  five  fcot  five  inches  in 
height,  with  light  hair  and  light  moustache 
and  had  on  a  black  felt  hat  and  a  suit  of 
blue  clothes.  He  is  a  German  by  birth 
and  will  probably  endeavor  to  make  his 
way  back  to  Chicago. 

Mr.  Fol.som  states  that  Mrs.  Arm- 
strong's   injuries   are   much  more  severe 


than  those  of  her  husband,  but  that  there 
is  at  present  no  danger  of  thoir  terminat- 
ing fatally. 

An  absurd  rumor  prevailed  throughout 
the  city  this  morning  that  the  injured 
man  was  i  brother  of  All>ert  Armstrong, 
Clerk  of  the  Court,  but  there  is  no  rela- 
tionship whatever  between  the  parties.

Cleveland    Frightened   by  a  Seeiuiuft 
Cartliquake. 

[Cleveland,  U.,  Telcaram,  March  16.] 
The  Austin  Powder  Company's  mill.s, 
located  near  the  canal,  five  miles  south  of 
this  city,  blew  up  this  afternoon,  with  a 
aeries  of  terrific  explosions.  The  works 
which  were  composed  of  ten  or  twelve 
buildiniis,  were  completely  demolished, 
large  fragments  of  the  timber  and  heavy 
machinery  being  thrown  a  considerable 
distance.  There  were  eight  or  ten  men  al 
work  in  and  about  the  mills  at  the  time 
of  the  explosion,  three  of  whom  were 
killed,  the  rest  escaping  with  a  few  slight 
brui.ves.  The  loss  to  the  powder  com- 
pany cannot  now  l>e  estimated,  but  it  will 
be  heavy.  The  buildings,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  hou.se,  were  of  little  value. 
The  extent  of  damage  to  the  machinery 
is  not  known.  Tne  cau.se  of  the  explo- 
sion will  probably  never  be  known,  as  the 
man  at  the  coining  mill,  where  the  first 
explosion  occurred,  was  killed. 

In  the  immediate  ncighboihood  of  the 
explosion  the  houses  were  badly  dam- 
aged, windows  broken  and  plastering  torn 

oiff. 

In  the  city  the  wildest  excitement  pre- 


marched  in  procession  to  the  Executive 
Mansion,  intending,  it  is  said,  to  comj  lain 
to  the  President  because  certain  moneys 
appropriated  by  Congress  for  the  District 
of  Columbia  had  been  paid  t3  contract- 
ors in.stead  of  the  laborers  employed  by 
them.  The  band  on  approaching  the  por- 
tico of  the  mansion  played  "Hail  to  the 
Chief,"  when  a  committee  ef  tlie  laborers 
went  to  the  door,  and  through  an  attend- 
ant then  informed  the  President  of  the 
presence  of  the  crowd.  The  attendant 
soon  returned  with  the  messapc.  "The 
President  desires  to  be  excused." 

The  speaker  of  the  jmrty.  who  has  been 
acting  as  an  attorney  for  many  of  the  hi- 
borors,  then  made  a  speech,  in  which  he 
said: 

"Fki.low  Citizens  :  The  President  de- 
sires to  be  excused.  In  other  words  the 
Chief  Magistrate  cannot  receive  the  la- 
borers of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  we 
will  acknowledge  his  mandate  and  retire. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
American  Republic  that  a  Piesident  re- 
fused to  receive  the  delegated  authority 
of  100,000  working  men." 

The  crowd  here  cheered,  and  voices 
were  heard,  "Hit  him  again."  The 
speaker,  after  further  reinark.s,  moved  an 
djournment  to  Judiciary  Square,  there 
0  hold  a  mass  meeting,  and  the  crowd 
moved  off  in  line,  the  ban<l  playing  "The 
wearing  of  the  green."  A  detail  of 
fifteen  police  was  ordered  to  the  Execu- 
tive Mansion,  but  there  was  no  occasion 
for  their  interference.

Additional  PartirulRrs. 

Since  writing  the  above,  H.  F.  Folsom, 
James  Nolan,  George  A.  L.  Shaw  and 
Thomas  Armstrong,  the  latter  three  gen- 
tlemen being  the  parties  who  puisned  the 
assassin,  have  furnished  us  the  following 
particulars : 

Duchaune  came  to  this  city  about  three 
months  ago  from   Chicago,  and    obtained 
work  with  Mr.  Armstrong  on  his  farm  at 
Oakdale,  about  ten  miles  from   this   city. 
He  stayed   there  from    that    time  until 
about  four  days  ago,  when  he  expressed  a 
wish  to  go  over  to  Stillwater.     Mr.  Ann- 
strong,  having  become^tired  of  him,  con- 
cluded he  did  not  want   his   .services  any 
longer,  and  told  him  so,  at  the  same  time 
paying  him  what  he  was  entitled  to.     He 
went  away,  leaving  his  trunk  behind  him 
and      came       to       this       city,        where 
he  remained  for  two  or  three  hours.     He 
left  semetime  in  the  afternoon  in  company 
with  two  men  and  i  team,  bound  for  Cot- 
tage Grove.     At  a  short  distance  from  the 
city  the  team  got  stuck   in  a    snow  bank 
and  Duchaune  refused  to  assist  them  in 
getting  it  ont,  so  he  started  on   foot    and 
reached  Armstrong's  house  at  just  about 
dark.        At    the    time,  Mr.    Armstrong 
was  alone  in  the  house,  his  wife   having 
gone  out  for  a  few  minutes.       He   imme- 
diately commenced  abusing  Mr.    A.,  who 
is  a  man  about  45  years   of    age,    ratler 
weak  and  somewhat   sickly,   aud   during 
the  altercation  seized   a   monkey   wrench 
which  was  in  the  apartment  and  struck  him 
on  the  head  with  it,  knocking  him  down. 
Mrs.  A.  being  alarmed  at   the   noi.se,    en- 
tered the  house,  and  seeing  the  state   of 
affairs,  took  out  a   pocket-book,  contain- 
ing $120,  and  gaye  it  to  the  ruffian,    asking 
him  to  go  away  quietly.     He  rep'.ied  that 
he  would  murder  both    of  them   if  they 
did  not  give  him  $100,     Mrs.    Armstrong 
replied  that  was  all  the  money    she   had. 
Mr.  Armstrong,  who  had  in    the   mean- 
time recovered,  attacked  the  would-be  as- 
sassin, and  assisted  by  his  wife,  got   the 
wrench  away  from  him  and  gitve  him  two 
blows  with  it,  one  on    the  head   and   the 
other  on  the  hand.     Duchaune,  however, 
repossessed    himself  of  the   weapon   and 
struck     Mrs.     Armstrong     two      fearful 
blows     on      the      head,       one      cutting 
the    scalp      for      two      and      a      half 
inches,  and   another  which    bruised   the 
head.   She  fell  insensible  on  the  floor,  and 
he  then  knocked  her  husband  down  again. 
Picking  up  a  round  felt  hat  which  lay  on 
the  table,  he  left  the  cap   which    he   had 
been  wearing  behind  him  and  left.    Mrs. 
Armstrong  recovered  in  a  few  minutes, 
and  getting  out  of  a  window,   proceeded 
to  alarm  the  neighbors.

I   left   the 
room  voluntarily,  without  being  request- 
ed, and   went    through  the  folding  doors 
into    the  adjoining  room,  and  Tiltou  clos- 
ed the  doors  ;  did  not  hear  his  voice,  but 
saw  a  book  in  his  hand.     Do  not  remem- 
ber the  name  of  it.     In  his    former  visiis 
to  her  he  read    to   her,  and  he  requested 
me   to   leave    the   room.     1  can't  fix  the 
time   of    night    when     Tilton     returned 
after         Beeeher 's       call.         When     he 
returned  that  night  I  had  not  gone  to   my 
own  room,  but  was  in  Mrs.  Tilton's  room. 
I  told  Mrs.  Tilton  Mr.  Beeeher  wished  to 
see  her  when  he  called,  and    I    don't    re- 
member that  she  made  auy  reply.    I  have 
no  way  of  fixing  the  time   of  Tilton's  re- 
turn that  night.      I  was  awakened  by  his 
whispering      to      his      wife,     and     told 
him     this     would      never     do.       About 
half  an  hour  after  I  left  the  room  occupied 
by  Mrs.  Tilton  and  went  into  the    study. 
Tilton  came  there  after  about  an  hour.     I 
don't  think  any  person  suggested  my  re- 
turn to  Mrs.  Tilton's  room.     I  heard    tho 
sound  of  conversation  going   on    in    Mrs. 
Tilton's  room,  but  could   not  distinguish 
the  words  used.     I    hoard    Mrs.    Tilton's 
voice      as      though    u.sed    in     eptreaty. 
She   was   speaking    in    u   loud    tone.     I 
thought  it  was  nn  angry  one,  because   it 
was  loud.      1  determined  the  character  of 
her  voice  from  its    sound    and    loudness. 
Mrs.  'J'ilton  was  feeble   in   strength  when 
I  went  there,  but   improved   after    1   had 
been  there  a  little.     She  improved  by  the 
Saturday  aftei  I  got   there,  but    was  not 
able  to  sit  up  in  a  chair  in  the  room.     If 
she  did  I  don't    remember     it.        I     went 
away  Monday,  Jauuary  2,  ani  left   her  in 
her  bed.     Have  made  friendly  calls  since. 
Was  there  at  service.      Tilton   invariably 
treated    Mrs.    T.    with   kindness    in   my 
prc-encc,  so  far  as  I  observed. 

The  night  Beeeher  called  Mrs.  Tilton 
was  very  weak  and  low,  and  had  been 
so  more  or  less  during  that  day.  Do  not 
remember  any  other  pcr.son  calling  there 
that  week.  When  I  went  down  stairs  and 
left  them  I  did  not  think  to  ttjU  Mr. 
Bechcr  what  the  doctor  said  about  keep- 
ing Mrs.  Tilton  quiet.  Do  not  remember 
what  condition  she  was  in  after  Mr. 
Beeeher  went  away  and  I  went  up  to  her 
room.  1  suppose  1  must  have  had  some 
anxiety  during  my  absence  of  about  an 
hour  from  the  room,  but  I  can't  recall 
what  her  condition  was  when  I  returned. 
I  did  not  observe  if  she  was  crying. 


Shearman  about  two  months  ago  with 
reference  to  ths  case.  I  received  two 
letters  and  replied  to  them.  Shearman 
.laid  he  thought  my  presence  would  not 
be  necessary.  I  gave  him  some  facts 
about  what  I  have  told  here,  but  didn't 
•rive  him  all  I  recollected,  becau^e  I  had 
filled  the  sheet  and  tliouglit  I  had  given 
him  enough.  Not  a  dollar  of  expenses 
has  been  paid  me.  Shearman  sent  a  tel- 
egram to  my  home  telling  me  to  come 
on,  and  it  was  forwarded  to  me  to  New 
York.  Evarts  gave  me  notice  to  come 
here  to-day.  After  this  lecture  of  Til- 
ton's I  adaressed  the  meeting  and  he 
made  a  reply.  The  Pre.sident  of  the  Uni- 
versity presided  at  that  lecture.  He 
lectured  before  a  similar  audience  the 
next  day  in  the  college  chapel,  on  the 
same  subject.  I  he.ird  ho  was  lequesteil 
to  repeat  his  lecture  by  the  officers  and 
facultj'.  I  heard  that  the  students  passed 
resolutions  of  thanks  to  Tilton  for  his  lec- 
ture. I  did  not  attend  the  second  lec- 
ture, because  I  was  di.«gusted  witVi  the 
first.  I  was  a  member  of  the  faculty 
then,  and  continueil  there  six  or  seven 
month.s,  when  I  resigned  in  consequence 
of  persecutions  I  received  lor  th?  action  I 
took  the  night  of  Tilton's  lecture.  I  was 
requested  to  resign.

John  L.  Gay  testified  :  I  reside  in 
Bloominjton,  Indiana,  and  havo  done  so 
for  three  years.  Have  been  a  resident  of 
that  State  for  six  or  seven  years.  Also 
resided  in  North  Carolina,  and  also  in  this 
countv.  Am  a  clergyman  for  thirty 
years.  In  1872  T  was  connected  with  the 
Indiana  State  University  at  Bloomington, 
which  was  and  is  open  to  both  sexes  for 
study.  This  has  been  se  for  seven  or 
eight  years.  Mr.  Tilton  lectured  there 
on  the  9th  of  February,  1872.  The  sub- 
ject of  the  lecture  was  marriage  and  di- 
vorce, and  the  title  was  "Home,  Swest 
Home."  During  that  lecture  he  gave  a 
sketch  of  the  marriage  relation,  as  he  de- 
fined it.     He  told  them  to

in  the  formation  of  marital  relations — 
not  in  the  laws  of  nature.  He  used  sev- 
eral terms  about  the  church  and  State. 
He  said  to  his  audience  that  he  would  not 
permit  the  State  to  interfere  or  regulate 
the  formation  of  the  relation  between  the 
sexes,  and  if  he  could  have  his  way  he 
would  crush  the  State  aud  the  church  too. 
He  said  if  any  two  of  you  love  each  oth- 
er, and  promise  to  be  faitliful  to  each 
other,  that  vow  makes  you  one  without 
the  intervention  of  a  priest.  He  said  that 
as  they  came  together  without  formality, 
on  their  mere  desire,  without  church  or 
State,  they  could  separate  in  the  same 
way.  He  said  there  might  be  a  difficulty 
about  providing  for  children  born  in  that 
waj'.  but  the  State  oug'nt  to  take  care  of 
them.  There  were  42  or  44  female  stu- 
dents there  at  that  time.  These  young 
women  were  of  all  ages,  from  15  to  21  or 
22.  I  have  been  here  two  weeks  to-day, 
and  came  here  on  bufliness  with  the 
church.

"Moreover  as  the  Lord  saith,  because 
the  daughters  of  Zion  are  haughty,  and 
walk  with  stretched  forth  necks  and  wan- 
tun  eves,  walking  and  mincing  as  they 
go,  and  making  a  tinkling  with  their  feet:

One  might  think  that  Isaiah    had    before 
him  the    fashion- I'lates,    and     the    head- 
dresse.M,  and    I  he    ji-wel-caskets,   and    the 
dancing-schools,   and    the    drawing-room 
parties  of  the  jiresent  day,    and    that    he 
foresaw  Saratoga  and  Brighton  and 
Branch.     Througli  this  same   window 
the  text  we  also  see  the  masculine  extrav- 
agance and  dissipation  which  always   cor- 
respond with  the  feminine.     Woman  may 
have  greater  varieties  of  apparel,  but  she 
lives  a  quieter   life,    and,    therefore,    may 
have  the  greater  varieties  and  luxuries  of 
dress   without   impediment.     Men  would 
wear  as  much,  if  they  knew  how   without 
interfering  with    their    worldly    occupa- 
tions.    The  rough  jostling  of  life   is  inimi- 
cal to  a  man's  dragging  a  dress-trail  two 
yards  in  length,  or  pending  from  his  ear  a 
diamond  cluster.     In  the  timeof  the  text, 
as  well  as  in  all    ages    of    the  world,  the 
two  sexes  were  alike  in   moralities  or  im- 
mortalitie.«.

Across  that  line  have  gone  "a  multitude 
that  no  man  can  number." 

We  judge  of  what  we   ought    to  have 
by  what  other    people    have.       If    they 
have  a  sumptuous   table,  ond    fine    resi- 
dence, and   gay   turn-out,  and  exquisite 
apparel,   and   brilliant    surrounding,  we 
must  have  t^iem,  ij^respectivo  of  our   ca- 
pacity to* stand  the  expense.     We   throw 
ourselves  down  in  despair   because   other 
people  have  a  seal-skin  coat,  and  wo  have 
an  ordinary  one ;     because    others  have 
diamonds,  and  we  have  garnets ;    because 
other  have  Axminster,  and  wo  have  Brus- 
sels ;  because   others  have   lambrequins, 
and    we    have    ulaiu    curtains.       What 
others  have  we  mean    to    have    anyhow. 
So  there  are  families  hardly  able    to  pay 
their  rent,  and  m  debt  to  every  merchant 
in  the  neighborhood,  who  sport   apparel 
inapt  for  their  circumstances,  and  run  so 
near  the  shore  that  the   first   misfortune 
in  business  or  the    first    bcsiegement    of 
sickness    tosses    them     into    pauperism. 
There  are  thousands  of   families  moving 
from    neighborhood    to      neighborhood, 
staying  long  enough  in  each   one   to  ex- 
haust all  their  c«pacity  to    get    trusted. 
They  move  away    because   the   druggists 
will  give  them   no  more  medicne,  and  the 
butchers  will  afford  them  no    meat,    and 
the  bakers  will  give  them  no  more  bread, 
and  the  grocers  will   furnish   them    with 
no  more  suear  until  they  pay   up.     Then 
they  suddenly  lind  out  that  the  neighbor- 
heod  is  unheal thy.and  they  hire  a  cartman 
whom  they  never  pay,  to  Ukc  them  to  a 
part  of  the  city  where   all  the   druggists 
and  butchers  and  bakers  and  grocers  will 
be  glad  to  .see  them  come  in,  and  sending 
to  them  the  best  rounds    of  beef,  and  the 
best  of  everything,  until  the  slight  suspi- 
cion comes  into  their    brain  that    all  the 
pay  they  will  ever  get  from    their  custo- 
mer is  the  honor   of  his   society.     There 
are  about  five    thousand  such    thieves  in 
Brooklyn.     You  see  I  call   it   by   a  plain 
name,  because  when  a  man  buys    a  thing 
that  he  does  not  expect  to  pay  for  he  is  a 
thief. 

There  are  circumstances  where  men 
cannot  meet  their  obligations.  It  is  as 
honest  for  some  men  to  fail  as  it  is  for 
other  men  to  succeed.  They  do  their  best 
and  through  the  misfortunes  of  life  they 
are  thrown,  and  they  cannot  pay  the.r 
debts.  That  is  one  thing;  but  when  you 
go  and  purchase  an  article  for  which  you 
know  there  is  no  probability  of  your  ever 
making  recompense,

In  the  snow  of  the  camellia,  in  the 
hre  dye  of  the  rose,  in  the  ske-blue  of  the 
English  violet.  I  learned  tb.at   God   loves 
adornment,     lie  might   havo    made   this 
earth  so  as  to  satisfy  the  grofcs    demands 
of  sense,  but  left  it  without  adornment  or 
attraction.     Instead  of  tho  variegated  col- 
ors of  ihe  seasons,  the  earth   might   have 
worn  a  drees  of  unchanging,  dull    brown. 
The  trees  might  have  put  forth  their  fruit 
without  tho  prophecy  of  leaf  or   blossom. 
Niagara  might  have  let  down  its  waters  in 
gradual     descent     without   thunuer  and 
winged  spray.     But    no.       Look   out,  on 
some  summer   morning,    after  a    heavy, 
night  dew,  and  see  whether   or   not   God 
loves  jewels.     Put  a  snow-flake   under   a 
microscope,  and  see    whether    God   does 
love  exqui>ite  architecture.     He    de- 
recd  that  the  breast-plate  of  the   priest 
in  olden  time  should   have    a   wreath   of 
gold,  and  the  hem  of  his  garment   should 
be  worked  into  tigurcs  of  pomegranate. 

WUEN  THE  WORLD  SLEEi'S 

God  blankets  it  with  the  brilliants  of  the 
night   sky,  and  when  it  wakes  ho  washes 
it  in  the'burnished  lavcr  of  the  sunrise. 
But   it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we 
draw  a   line   between   that  which  in  the 
lawful   use  of  beautiful   adornment   and 
that  extravagance  which  is  the  source  of 
60  much  crime,  wretchv-'dness  and  abom- 
ination  in  our  day.     That  is   sinful   ex- 
travagance w  hen  you  go  into  anything  be- 
yond your  mcaus.     That  which  is  right 
for  one  may  be  wrong  for  another.     That 
which  is  lawful  expense  for  a  queen  may 
be   sinful   outlay    !or   a    duchess.     That 
which  mny   be    economy   for   you    with 
larger  income  may  bo  squandering  for  me 
with  smaller  income.    But  when  men  and 
women  cross  over  tho  line  which  separates 
between  what  they  can  pay  for,  and  still 
keep  a  sufficiency  to  meet  moral  obliga- 
tion on   the  one  hand,  and,  on  the  other 
hand,    that     extravagance    which     one's 
means  can  not  compass,  they  have  passed 


with  you?  That  would  be  a  les.ser  crime; 
for  now  you  get  not  only  the  merchants 
goods,  but  you  get  his  time,  and  you 
rouse  up  his  expectations.  If  you  must 
steal,  steal  so  it  will  be  the  least  possible 
damage  to  the  trader.  John  Randolph 
arose  in  the  American  Senate.and  stretch- 
ing himself  up  to  full  height,  cried  out 
with  a  shrill  voice:  "Mr.  Chairman,  1 
havo  found  the  philosopher's  stone  that 
turns  everything  into  gold;  Pay    a.s   you 

go." 

My  friends,  society   has   to   be    recon- 
structed on  this   subject.       You   have  no 
right  to  ride  in  a  carriage  when  you   owe 
the  wheelright  who  furnished  the  landau, 
and  tho  horse   dealer   who   provided  the 
blooded  span,  and  the  harness-maker  who 
caparisoned  the  gay  steeds,  aud  the  livery 
man  who  furnished  tho  stabling,  and   the 
driver  who  sits  with  rosetted  hat  on  your 
coach-box.      I  am  glad  to  see   you   ride. 
The  finer  your  horses  and  the  better  your 
carriage  the  better  it  pleases  me.     But  if 
you    are    in    debt    for  tho  equipage,  and 
hopelessly    in   debt,  get   down   aud  walk 
like  the  rest  of  us!      It   is  well  to  under- 
stand that  it  is  not  the  absolute  neceessi- 
ties  that  we  wo  find  it  so   hard   to   meet, 
but  the  fictitious  wants.      God    promises 
U8  shelter,  but  not   a    palace ;    and    rai- 
ment, but  not  chinchilla ;  and   food,   but 
not  canva.sback  duck.  As  long  as  we  have 
enough  to  meet  the  positive  necessities  of 
life,  we   ought  to  be  content  until  we  can 
att'ord  tho  superfluities.     As  soon  as  you 
seo   a  man  deliberately  consent   that  his 
outgo   shall   exceed  his  income,   you  may 
know   he   has  started  on   the  broad  road 
to   bankruptcy    and    moral    ruin.      The 
young  man  who  came    from   tho  oil-wells 
in  Pennsylvania,  having  gained  a  sudden 
fortune  of    two  millions  of    dollars,  and 
then  ran  through  the  whole  of  it  in  less 
than    two    years,    illustrated  on   a  large 
scale   what  some  of  you,  my  hearers,  are 
doing  on  a  small  scale. 

This  wholesale    extravagance  accounts 
for  a  great  dejil  of  depression  in  national 
finances.     Aggregates  are    made    up    of 
units,  and  so  long  as  one-half  of  the  peo- 
ple  of    this    country   are   in  debt  to  the 
other  half,    you  cannot   havo  a  healthy 
financial    condition.      The    national    re- 
sources arc  drawn  otl",  not  only  for  useless 
extravagances,    but    for    those  that  are 
positively    pernicious.     The    theatres   of 
New  York  cost   that  city  every  year  two 
millions  of   dollars.     We    spend  in    this 
country   ninety-live    millions  of    dollars 
every  year  for  cigars  and  tobacco.     In  the 
United   States   wc   expend  annually  one 
thousand  four  hundred   and  eighty-three 
millions  of  dollars  for    rum.     Now,    take 
those  lacts,  and  is  it  strange  that  our  .la- 
tional  finances   are  cra/.cd  I     If  you  have 
an  export*' inn  of  broad-stutfs  fo«r    times 
what  you  have  now,  and    an   importation 
of  gold  four  times  what    you    havo   now, 
there  would  be  no  permanent   prosperity 
in  this  country  until     people    quit    their 
sinful  lavi5huieiit,  and  loam  honest  econ- 
omy.    Y'ou  charge  it    upon    Salmon    P. 
Cha.se,  or  BoutwcU,   or    Secretary    Rich- 
ardson.

the  men  and  women  wno   are    living    be- 
yond your  means. 

This  wide-spread  extravagance  also  ac- 
counts for  much  cf  the  crime.  It  is  th<f 
source  of  many  abscondings,  bankrupt- 
cies, defalcations  and  knaveries.  Ihe 
store  on  Broadway  and  the  office  on  Wall 
street  are  swamped  by  the  residence  on 
Madi.son  square.  The  husband  and  father 
has  his  craft  captized  because  he  carries 
too  much  sail  of  point-lace  and  Antille 
guipure.  That  is  what  destroyed  Ketch- 
urn,  and  Swartwout,  and  ten  thousand 
men  not  so  famous.  That  is  what  springs 
the  leak  in  the  merchant's  money  till, 
and  pulls  down  your  trust  companies, 
and  cracks  the  pistols  of  your  suicides, 
and  halts  this  nation  on  its  high  career 
of  prosperity.  I  arraign  this  monster  of 
extravagance  in  the  sight  of  all  the  peo- 
ple, and  ask  you  to  pelt  it  with  your 
scorn  and  denounce  it  with  your  an- 
athema. 

This  wide-spread  extravagance  also  ac- 
counts for  much  of  the  pauperism  of  the 
country.  Who  are  the  individuals  and 
the  families  who  are  throwni  on  your 
charity  ?  Who  has  sinned  against  them 
so  that  they  suffer  ?  It  is  often  the  case 
that  their  parents,  or  their  grand-parents, 
hud  all  luxuries,  lived  everything  up, 
more  than  lived  everything  up,  and  then 
died,  leaving  their  families  in  want.  The 
grand-parents  of  these  beggars  supped 
on  Burgundy  and  woodcock.  There  are 
a  great  many  families    who    have    every 


luxury  hrlMte,f«tc^end  ererjr    dollar 

that  comes  in,  and  perhaps  a  few  dollars 
more,  not  ov^b.  taking  the  comnum  (jhiis- 
tian  prudence  of  having  their  lives  in- 
sured. While  they  live  all  is  well,  but 
when  they  die  their  ohildren  are  pitched 
into  the  street.  I  tell  you  a  man  has 
no  right  tOjtU*  <^*4Mr  such  oiroujistances. 
It  is  grand  larocttjt,  even  his  death.  If  a 
man  has  bo49  ili4ttsiriou8  and  economi- 
cal, and  *«8  not  a  farthing  to  leave  his 
childrcrf'ts  ho  goe«  away  Irom  them,  he 
has  a  rigiit  to  put  them  into  the  hands  of 
the  Father  of  the  Fatherless,  and  know 
they  vvill  be  cared  for;  but  if  you,  with 
every  comfort  in  life,  are  lavish  and  im- 
provident, and  then  depart  this  life  leav- 
ing yoHr  children  to.  Ifv  hurled  into  pau- 
perism, you  deserve  to  have  your  bones 
sold  to  the  medical  museum  for  anatomi- 
cal specimens,  the  proceeds  to  furnish 
your  children  bread.  I  know  the  subject 
cuts  close.  I  expected  that  some  of  you, 
in  high  dudgeon,  would  get  up  and  go  out. 
You  stand  it  pretty  well.  Some  of  you 
are

and  after  a  while  will  die,  leaving  your 
families  beggars,  and  you  will  expect  us 
ministers  of  the  gospel  to  come  and  stand 
by  your  coffin,  and  lie  about  yeur  excel- 
lencies ;  but  we  will  not  do  it.  If  you 
send  for  me,  1  will  tell  you  what  my  text 
will  be  :  "He  that  provideth  not  for  his 
own,  and  especially  for  those  of  his  own 
household,  is  worse  than  an  infidel." 

In  this  day,  God  has  mercifully  allowed 
those  of    us'who  have  limited    income  to 
make  provision  for  eur  families,  through 
the  great    life    insurance    companies    all 
over  the  laud.     By   some   self  denial   on 
our  part,  we  can  make  this  provision    for 
those   whom    we    shall   leave   behind  us. 
Is  there  anything  so  helpless  as  a  woman 
whose  husband  has  just  died,  when,    with 
her  children  at  her  back,  she  goes  out   in 
this  day  to  fight  for    bread  ?     Shall    she 
become      a      menial      servant    in    some 
one    else's    household  ?       No ;    not    the 
one    that    has    been    lying  on  your   arm 
all  these  year.s,  and  filling  the    household 
with  joy  and  light.     Shall  she  sew   for  a 
living?     God  kno.-  s  that  they  get  but  six 
cents  and  eight  cents  for  making  one   gar- 
ment.    Ah  no!  you  had  better  have  your 
colBn  made  large  enough  to  take  them  all 
with  you  into  that  land  where  they  never 
freeze  nor  starve.     How  a   man    with  no 
surplus  of  estate,  but  still  enough   money 
to  pay  the  premium  on    a    life   insurance 
policy,  can  refuse  to  do  it,  and  then   look 
his  children  in  the  face,  and  say  his  pray- 
ers at  night  on  going    to    bed,    expecting 
them  to  be  answered*  is  a  mystery  to  mc 
that    I  havo  never  yet  been  able  to  fath- 
om. 

This  extravagance  ifi  becoming  more 
and  more  widespread.  A  statistician  has 
estimated  that  there  are  in  New  Y'ork 
and  Brooklyn  four  thousand  five  hundred 
women  who  expend  annually  two  thou- 
sand dollars  each  in  dress.  It  is  no  rare 
thing  when  the  wedding  march  sounds 
to  see  dragging  through  the  aisle  a  bridal 
dress  that  cost  its  thousand  or  fifteen 
hundred  dollars.  Things  have  conie  to 
such  a  pass  that  when  wc  cry  over  sin

with  a  hundred  and  fifty  dollar  pocket- 
handkerchief.  The  tendency  to  extrava- 
gance was  illustrated  wonderfully  when 
the  lato  James  Fisk,  jun.,  sent  the  bridal 
presents  to  the  home  of  William  M. 
Tweed,  a  gentleman  now  occupying  apart- 
ments at  government  expense.  Fi.sk  sent 
an  iceberg  of  frosted  silver,  polar  bears  o 
silver  lying  down  on  the  handles,  polar 
bears  of  silver  walking  over  the  gold 
spoons.  There  were  in  the  house  that 
day  forty  silver  sets  of  imperial  magnifi- 
cence. There  was  a  diamond  set  that 
cost  forty-five  thousand  dollars.  There 
was  one  dress  that  had  in  it  thirty-seven 
yards  of  silk,  with  three  hundred  and 
eighty-two  bows,  lluntireds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  were  expended  on  that 
scene.  The  reason  that  we  have  not  a 
multitude  of  .scenes  as  extravagant  is  be- 
cause we  have  not  so  much  money. 

This  wicked  extravagance  shows    itself 
no  more  forcibly  than  on  the  funeral  day. 
No  one  else  seems  willing  to    speak  of  it. 
so  I  shall  speak    of  it.     There    has    been  | 
many  a  man  who  has  died  solvent,  but 
has  been  insolvent   before   ho   got   under 
the  ground.     One  would  think   that   the 
two  debts  most  sacred  would  be  debts  to 
the  physicisn  an^i  the    undertaker,   since 
they  are  the  last  t-vo  debts  contracted;  and 
yet  those   two  professions    arc    swindled 
more  frequently  than  any  other.     In  the 
agitation  and  excitement  the  friends  come, 
and  they   want    extraordinary  attention, 
and    they        want     extraordinary     ex- 
penditure, and  then,  when  the  sad  scene 
is  past,  neglect   to    make    compensation. 
What  are  those  two  professions  to  do  un- 
der such  circumstances  I     If  a  merchant 
sells  go  )ds,  and  they  arc  not  paid    for,    1 
understand  he  can  reclaim  the  goods ;  but 
f  a  man  departs  this  life

My  friends,  let  us  set  ourselves  in  bat- 
tle array  against  this  God  defjing  ex- 
travagance. Buy  not  those  things  which 
are  frivolous,  when  you  may  after  a  while 
be  in  lack  of  the  necessities.  Buy  not 
books  you  will  never  read,  nor  pictures 
you  will  never  study.  Put  not  a  whole 
month's  wages  into  one  trinket.

by  seldom  or  never  asking  for  any.  Pay. 
Starve  not  a  whole  year  so  as  to  be  able 
to  afford  one  Belshazzar  carnival.  Do  not 
pay  so  much  for  a  mulHer  for  the  neck, 
and  be  almost  bare-footed.  Flourish  not, 
as  some  I  know  of,  in  elegant  hotels  with 
drawing-room  apartments,  and  then  van- 
ish in  the  night,  not  even  leaving  your 
compliments  for  the  landlord. 

In  the  great  day  of   fire,  we   will  have 
to  give  an  account  not  only   for   how  we 
made  our  money,  but  for  how    we  spent 
it.    Ou  this  colli  day,  when  so   many  are 
suffering,    and    there   is  want   before  u« 
and  want  behind  us  and   want  on   either 
side  of  us»  let  us   quit   our    waste.     Men 
and  women  of  God,  I  cafl  upon  you  to  set 
a  Christian   example.

Under  the  head  of  "What  our  vic*s 
cost,"  the  Virginia  (Nov.)  Enterprise 
says  : 

The  State  of  Nevada,  with    55,000  peo- 
ple, has  yOO  licensed  places  where  liquors 
are  retailed.     This  is  at  the   rate   of  one 
liquor  dealer  to  each  61    ;nhabitants.     It 
is  estimated    that    the  receipts  of  these 
liquor  saloons  average  S40  per  day,  or  at 
the  rate  of  63  cents   per  capita.      There 
are  250  places   in    Storey    county   whore 
liquors  are  retailed.     The   aggrea;ate   re- 
ceipts of  those  saloons  arc  $10,000  daily. 
This  is  at  the  rate  of  jf300,000  per  month, 
or    13,600,000  yearly.     To    produce  this 
amount,  the  daily  labor  of  2,500   minors 
at  S4  per  day  would  be  required.     In  the 
saloons    of  Storey    county    is  therefore 
spent  daily    in   the    purchase   of  liquors 
a  sum  equal  to  that  earned  by   about   all 
the  miners  in  the  county.       This    state- 
ment seems  improbable,  yet  a   glance   at 
the  statistics  shows  it  to  be  pretty  nearly 
correct.     We  are  not  moralizing  but  giv- 
ing facts.     Are  they  not  worth  consider- 
ing ?     But  let  us  not  stop  just  here.     Let 
us  make  a  further  estimate  of  the  money 
daily  squandered   in   Storey    county    in 
pandering  to  the  popular  vices  of  drink- 
ing and  gaming.     There  are  in  the  county 
twenty  licensed   gambling  games.     These 
I  games  are  sustained  at  an  average    daily 
I  cost  of  8100  each,  or  S2,000  daily.     This 
'  does    not    include    the    winning-i  of  the 
'  gam«s,  which  doubtless  aggregate  as  much 
1  more.     But  we  will  place    the    expenses 
and  profits  of  these  games  at  S3,000  daily. 
Wo  have,  therefore,  expended  in  liquors, 
daily,  810,000;  expended  in  gambling,  dai- 
ly, S3,000;  total,  113,000.     Or,  monthly, 
8300,000;  or  yearly,  84,680.000,  which 
is  equivalent  to  the  labor  of  3,250  miners 
daily,  at  the  rate  of  S4  per  day.     This  is 
a  very  suggestive  showing    for    a    single 
county.

I  cut  125 
acres  of  grain,  and  averaged  13  acres  per 
day,  and  the  last  day  I  cat  fltleen  acres 
of  wheat  and  two  binders  bound  it.  They 
had  never  worked  on  a  harvester  before, 
and  I  believe  the  binding  arrangement  is 
better  than  the  one  on  the  Marsh.  The 
grain  saving  box  is  a  splendid  thing.  I 
savei  in  one  day's  work  six  bushels  of 
wheat  hi  it,  and  it  does  actually  save  the 
shelled  grain  more  than  I  expected  when  1 
bought  it ;  aud,  in  short,  I  am  well  pleas- 
ed, and  would  recommend  the  "Elward 
Harvester  to  any  one  wishing  to  buy  next 
year.
